On Thursday, 90,000 pieces of 
mail were sent from the office of 
the city assessor, J. D. Banagan, to 
let property owners know how 
much tlK city thinks their property 
i4 worth. 

The eommunication will also tell 
them whether tliey have to pay 
man taxes, t^ut the same or even 
less. 

Only property owners whose 
ass^smcnt changed will receive an 
assessment notice-approximately 
nine percent of all properties will 
receive a decrease and approximately 
58 percent will receive an increase. 
That leaves more than 30 percent 
that will not change at all. 

The jvojected 1997 asse^ments, 
which lotal $18,096,000,000. wiU 
be applicable on the Dec. 5. 1996 
and June S, 1997 tax bills. 

The total assessment increased 
3.4 percent over the current 
assessment With each penny of tiie 
tax rate, the city collects 
$1,810,000 for a total of 
$214,977,000 at the current tax rate 
of $1,188. 

Banagan's lepaxt to city council 
Tuesday shows that the average 
assessment change for individual 
properties is sqrproximately 2.18 
percent and the average assessment 
change fot residential {voperty is 
2.12 percent and for 
commercial^ndustrial prop^y, 1.91 
percent. 

New ccmstruction fot the past 12 
months amouned lo $220 million, 
a decrease of 5.9 percent from the 
{vevious year. While residential 
new con^ruction was down by 9.7 
percent, commercial/industrial new 
construction was up by 2.3 
percent. Residential of new 
construction amounled to 85 
percent of the total yearly 
coRStniction. 

Residential, apartment and 
agriculture popenies comprise 81.7 
percent of the tax base with 
commercial and industrial {ntqxiities 
constituting 18.3 percent of the tax 
base. This isn't good news for 
council which has set as a gwi a 
ratio of 70 percent residential and 
30 percent business and industrial. 

However. Banagan said that the 
situation may look brighter next 
year because of projects which are 
now undCT way. The percentage of 
the tax base for residential 
(H'operties actually increased .03 
percent ftom the current year. 

The greatest increase in total 
assessments occurred in the 
Princess Anne borough, 
$2,565,233,624 for a 7.1 percent 
increase. Banagan said this was 
mainly the result of subdivisions of 
pn^rty so that where assessments 
woe previously made by acre, they 
are now made by lot 

Large iiK;reases were noted in the 
Blackwater and Pungo Boroughs 
which have total assessments of 
$42,247,412 and $218,123,913. 
The 5.1 and 5 percent increases. 
Banagan said could be attributed to 
the (XMistruction of 47 homes in the 
southern part of the city whae the 
new homes are valued at $165,000 
or more. 

Virginia Beach Borough with a 
total assessment of $974,860,540 
showed the lowest change — .6 
percoiL Banagan attributed that to 
the drop in the assessments on 
condos. Some ccxidos which had 
sold for $90,000 to $100,000 sell 
fcM^ half that much now. he said. 

The percent of increase in 
assessments has beat going steadily 
upward since a low ,6 percent in 
1993.

City empk>yee%have develcq)ed a 
policy to assflrc the safety of 
chikfren left unattended in the dty's 
libraries and recreation centCTS. 

Not only are children left in the 
facilities during operating bow9. 
but »}me end up on the doorsteps 
of recreation centers after closing 
time and in litvaries afta oper^ng 
hours, which change from day to 
day. 

The staff, not trained as a baby- 
sitting service, are left with the 
children. Scxnetimes they have to 
make arrangements for scmeone to 
stay with their own childrm. 

John D. Stewart, assistant 
director of the public libraries, 
explained the policy to city couiKil 
at a work session Tuesday. He said 
that the thrust of the pNDgram is to 
communicate with the parents or 
guardian of the children so that they 
will umterstand the situation. 

He said that "no one believes the 
parents are intentionally putting 
their chikbeQ in jeopardy."

He said that it was not 
uncommon to find children left at 
the library, mcMe predominantly in 
the summer, and on the doorstep 
when r^rreation centers close. He 
said that about 200 to 300 cases 
occur a year. The problem is not 
new, he said. In the 1980s an effort 
was made to make the practice 
illegal. The new appr(»u:h, he said, 
is to work with psents. 

Participating in making up the 
policy were members of Social 
Services, faults and Recreation., 
police and the city's legal staff. 

Under the policy, if a child 6 
years or younger is left in the 
library unattended, it is considers! 
negligence. Thai's when the police 
recalled. 

If a chiU is oldo- than 6, at leMl 
two staff members will wait with 
the child for oiK-and-a-half hours 
after closing. Under the old way, 
the police were called. But, said 
Stewart, the staff decided that die 
police were not going to do 
anything different than the staff 
members and decided that the staff 
numbers would remain, t»it far \ 
price. 

After-hour sitting fees are the 
new element in the [vt)gram. If the 
staff members have to wait for 
parents afto^ business hours, the fee 
will be $7 for c^h 15 minutes. 

The first time the child is left, 
the staff will try talking With the 
parents. If parents arrive within the 
first 15 minutes after closing the 
charge will begin after the first 15 
minutes. The second time, parents 
will be charged S7 for every 15 
minutes or any portion of that By 
the third time it begins to look like 
a pattern and staff may consider 
revoking the privilege^ of the 
chikl's use (tf the fKility. 

Stewart said that the policy will 
MA solve the prt^Iem, but it may 
reduce it 

During the day, of course, the 
stafl^ wiU try to contlK:t the p»ents.

Up close and personal

If you're sitting down for a spell to talk 
with J. K. "Kenny" Jarrad Jr., you'd better 
pay close attention. With a rapid-flre rapport 
and style that's all his own, you can almost 
see his mind working as he skips from topic 
to topic offering humOT, insight and wisdom. 

"You can call me a motivational q)eaker, 
a humorist or a keynote speaker, but I'm a 
professional speak&' he grinned matter-of- 
factly. 

Still as fit and trim as die days when he 
played football fw Nwvicw High School, 
Jarrad is the image of good health and 
athletic imiwess as he travels across the 
state delivering messages to schools, civic 
groups and professional orpnizations — or, 
as he says, "anybody who'll li^en." In his 10 
years as a professicHial speaker.- the retired 
businesanan has given hundreds of talks and 
addressed groups as large as 1400 to ones 
as small as Ave. He draws on every topic 
imaginable, from the environment to 
education to the effects of drugs on today's 
youtfi. 

"Originally. I was a speaker for the 
banking industry in the public relations 
sector. However, I waai't a good banker, but 
I was successful in banking because of that 
(his speaking). So at 30 1 left the banking 
indusoy and went into business for myself," 
Jarrad said. 

He operated Bay Asphalt and Chemical 
Co., as well as did consulting work for 
InterkN'-ExtaiOT Ltd.. for many years. But the 
speaking bug had bit for good and wasn't 
about to go away. 

About 10 years ago. discouraged at the 
drug situation in the United States, Jarrad 
tackled public speaking once again to 
confrxint the issue. He particularly enjoys 
reaching out to groups of young people with 
his addresses and can't help but make fun of 
politics. 

"I've listened to all the clear falsehoods 
from the rising politicians and laugh," he 
diared. "They're one way on Monday and 
another way on Thursday. I see them 
inx)mising so many things, but when they go 
into office the first thing they do is look for 
the o^xirtunity for you to re-elect them. I 
like to make fun of that »r.f, the whole 
budget joke." 

It's easy to see that Jarrad has strong 
opinicHis — and he's not idxnit to keep them 
silenced. 

"I just read that there's over $2 million in 
Susan B. Anthony coins not being used, and 
it's costing $30,000 a year to store them. 
Politicians lell me that those type of things 
dtm't make a difference: J)ut I was always 
told that if you're given $30 you can only 
spend $30. I also make fun of the fact that 
the budget has only been balanced six times 
since 1929 — and the last time was by 
Lyndon Johnson when he removed .silver 
from the coins! What tickles me is that the 
politicians have never changed. Mark Twain 
made the same fun of politicians diat we do 
today. The problem is he didn't get TV 
coverage!" 

Jarrad may joke about the politics and the 
budget, Imt one thing he is deadly serious 
about is drugs and what they're doing to 
^aka's young people. 

"When I talk to kids and tell them that 
three oat of five kids are experimenting with 
drugs, I've had some tell me it's more than 
that. It's the single worst problem in the 
United States. Ju^es tell me that 90 percent 
of all the cases that come thrmigh the courts 
are drug-related." 

He has noticed me change over the ye^tfs 
since he first started lecturing on the 
subject: more ycwng people are willing to 
discuss it with adults. 

Not only does Jarrad warn young people 
on the dangere of drug use, he also likes to 
tdl |»rents that they have a special bank 
that must receive deposits daily. 

"That's the positive memory bank of their 
children. I can't remember who said that 
fir^ but I always Uke to start my speeches 
with that" 

Giving wo ox three addresses each week, 
it's ea^ to bd»ve that the proverbial "well" 
w(mld run (fry. But new material is never a 
I^oblem for Jatad, wh(»e daily experiences 
keqp his talks "fresh." 

"Ev^yone has a story that's beuer than or 
equivalent to mine. If I talked to you and 
interviewed you. I could give a speech on 
you. And. I rarely for^ a conversation in 




my life. I've just always thought that 
everyone has a story to tell. Yi be an 
excellent reporter, but 1 wouldn't just report 
what I see. Personally, I love being with 
people and talking with them. I Ulk to 
strangers all the time, even standing in line 
at the store. You can hear the greatest 
stcffies." 

Needless to say, Jarrad has no fvoblems in 
firontofacrowd. 

"To me, the epitomd of living is to be 
adored by a crowd," he confessed. "If you 
can make them laugh, smik ot grin, then 
you own them. I feed from the audience; I 
probably get more from them than they get 
frvm me." 

Still, Jarrad has no problem giving back to 
those who need it.»AjS2il^"thusiast to the 
extreme, he has been pla^ng the game for 
60 years and now shares that love with 
children at Seven Springs Golf Camp. There 
he teaches children aged 6 to 10 basic golf 
skills and etiquette. Jarrad is also a 
volunteer assistant golf coach at Cox High 
School in Virginia Beach. 

"I think etiquette in every aspect of life is 
important," he explained. "Unfortunately, I 
think too many young people these days 
think etiquette means being subservknt. But 
it's not." 

In his extra time, Jarrad also enjoys 
volunteering 10 to 12 times per year at 
Chesapeake's Alternative School. There he 
stresses to the young people that ediKation 
is the key to "getting out of the gutter" and 
making something with their lives. He added 
that the best way to teach is by example, 
which is why Jarrad doesn't mind telling 
students that he used to smoke and drink — 
but wouldn't again. 

"A lot of people my age jujt won't admit 
to their flaws," he said, "but I do."

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Tax returns require careful consideration 
for entrepreneurs and potential owners

Entrepreneurs participating in 
America's micro-economy boom are 
often surprised, pleasantly or 
otherwise, this time of the year. 
Their income tax bill may not turn 
out the way they thought it would. 
Time constraints, temperament or 
skimping on professional support 
often results in a small business 
owner's failure to manage the tax 
aspects of their business. 
Sometimes with heart breaking 
results. 

Sole proprietors and partnerships 
pay a self-employment tax of 15.3 
percent on self-employment profits 
$61,200 and less in 1995, $62,700 
in 1996. Profits above those 
amounts are taxed 2.9 percent. This 
lax is above and beyond the income 
taxes the business owner will be 
liable for. It is the self-employed 
person's social security tax. 
Taxpayers often overlook this tax 
and fail to make .the required 
estimated payments against it. 

Small business corporations, S 
Corporations, pass iheir profits to 
the owners personal tax returns. It 
is not unconmion to find an owner 
of an S Corporation who worked 
feverishly all year to produce a 
profit, reinvesting all their cash in 
the business, in a panic to come up 



with the cash to pay the taxes on 
all those profits. Staying on top of 
cash flow needs must inclu^ a 
periodic estimation of income 
taxes. 

All businesses with contractors, 
employees and sales tax 
requirements have filing d)ligations 
and deadlines to meet. Not filing 
the right forms, or filing them after 
the deadline, can cost hundreds or 
thousands of dollars. Penalties are 
easy to avoid and a waste ofprecious 
cash resources. A short consultation 
with tax authorities or a 
professional is all that is needed to 
get pointed in the right direction. 

A new business has many 
important tax ch'Bices to make their 
first year of operation. Elections 
relating to capital equipment, 
section 179, and start up costs, 
section 195, must be made. 
Elections as U) accounting method, 
cash or accrual, are critical since 
they dictate when to include items 
of income and expense in the tax 
return. The potential one time 
opportunities a business owner can 
miss are too numerous to list, and 
can easily translate into thousands 
of dollars in temporary or 
permanent tax savings. Business 
owners who incorporate without 
consultation often miss the 75 day 



deadline to elect treatment as an S 
corporation. That deadline is 
measured for a choice of dates 
Vhich, with timely consultation, 
can be met with a valid election on 
Form 2553. If your intention is to 
operate as an S Corporation, but 
you do not effectively elect S - 
Corporation treatment, you can run 
into expensive double taxation 
issues, or miss the o{q)ortunity to 
have business loss offset your other 
taxable income. 

The best approach for every 
business owner is to keep good 
record and know the rules before 
they get started. Work with a 
lawyer or Certified Pi^blic 
Accountant experienced with small 
business matters. No business is 
too" small to benefit from a 
consultation. Business tax returns 
require careful consideration of all 
the options available to the owner. 
This is tax planning, a process that 
is well beyond tax return 
preparatioi.

Battery of tests performed for a reason 



By DR. STEVEN B. POWERS 

During pregnancy, doctors often 
perform several tests to ensure the 
safety and health of the patient and 
the baby. Patients may wonder just 
what all these tests are for. 

■ What is an AFP? 

The Alpha Feul Protein Test 
measures the level of Alpha Fetal 
Protein made by the pregnancy and 
released into the bloodstream and is 
done by a simple blood draw around 
the 16th to 18th week of 
pregnancy. This test has been 
helpful in identifying those 
pregnancies at increased risk for 
(^n spine deformities ot genetic 
anomalies like Downs Syndrome. 
This is a screening test, a test that 
can increase your chance of finding 
an abnormal pregnancy. 

■ What is a triple saeea^ 

In recent years two other tests 
have been added to the AFP to 
further increase the sensitivity of 
the test. These test the blood levels 
of estradiol and beta HCG, the 
hormone pregnancy tests look for. 
The addition of these tow tests have 
refined a doctor's ability to identify, 
at a higher rate of accuracy. 



.abnormal pregnancies while 
reducing the number of 
amniocentesis once performed due 
to incoiect test results. 

■ What will happen if I have an 
abnormal test result? 

When an abnormal reading is 
identified, all the parameters that 
could effect this test are checked. 
These include maternal weight, 
race, accuracy of dating, possibility 
of diabetes or multiple pregnancy. 
If all of these parameters are correct 
a high level ultrasound is p^oitned 
to help identify any fetal anomalies 
and, if the parents desire, an amnio 
can^ be done to determine any 
genetic anomalies wiUi virtually 
100 percent accuracy. 

■ What is an amniocentesis and 
how do» it identify abnormalities? 

An amnio is performed while 
doing an ultrasound of the 
abdomen. While watching the 
ultrasound screen, a small but Icmg 
needle is guided through the 
abdomen and into the amniotic fluid 
that surrounds the fetus. A small 
amount of fluid is then withdrawn 
and sent to the laboratory for the 
cells to be grown. A culture takes 



approximately 14 to 21 days to 
complete the growth process. The 
baby's cells are then evaluated to 
determine if there are any 
abnormalities present 

■ Why should I have this test? 

Women in high risk categories 
usually have more testing than 
those that are not. finding potential 
problems along the way. Without a 
triple screen test your chances of 
finding any abnormalities is very 
rare. With the triple screen testing 
85 to 90 percent of all Down 
Syndrome children will be detected 
and close to all wiUi open spine 
deformities, knowing any potential 
problems the fetus may have prior 
to delivery in some cases may help 
parents to make the difficult 
decision to terminate the pregnancy.

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A Salute to the Military 



Waldron active in peacekeeping 
exercise "Cooperative Nugget"

FORT POLK. La. — The son of 
a ChesapejJce man made history, 
recently, taking part in the first 
training exeJ-cise on American 
soil with soldiers who not long 
ago were considered his enemy. 

Army Pfc. Sean P. Waldron. 
son of John "Jack" T. Waldron of 
Chesapeake, was a key player in 
a peacekeeping exercise called 
"Cooperative Nugget," that tested 
soldiers from 17 counties, many 
from the former Warsaw Pact, 
during a three-week NATO 
Partnership for Peace program. 

NATO soldiers from the U.S., 
Canada and the United Kingdom, 
along with new Partnership for 
Peace countries Albania, 
Bulgaria, the Czech Republic, 
Estonia, Hungary, Kyrghyzstan, 
Latvia, Lithuania, Poland, 
Romania, the Slovak Republic, 
Slovenia, the Ukraine and 
Uzbekistan, trained to operate 
together as a team in such areas 
as peacekeeping, search and 
rescue and humanitarian 
operations. 

Waldron played the part of a 
cavalry scout during the exercise. 

"We're working* along with 
three of the 14 foreign platoons. 
The only thing that separates us is 
the language barrier, but it seems 
like they are the friendliest 
people on the planet," said 
Waldron. 

They really are enthusiastic 
about working with us and 
learning how we work. I am 
equally enthusiastic to learn 
about their countries, especially 
now that I'm being stationed in 
Germany."

umbrella, where NATO works 
with its partners — mostly made 
up of former Warsaw Pet 
countries — to create a 
cooperative training environment. 
Most soldiers agree that 
communications is the key to 
their success. 

"The way we interact with 
these foreign soldiers is mostly 
through playing sports. Volleyball, 
soccer and basketball are the 
three main sports we play. 1 have 
never seen finer sportsmanship 
between such competitive 
nations. We learned a lot of 
things about each other, our 



countries and the people of each 
nation." 

When not involved with the 
exercise, Waldron is a cavalry 
scout with the 2nd Armored 
Cavalry Regiment at Fort Polk — 
part of the Army's Joint 
Readiness Training Center — 
where infantry and special forces 
units from throughout the Army 
converge to test their-^combat 
skills. 

"Normally, as a cav scout, I do- 
reconnaissan'^ along with my 
platoon, and serve as a driver on 
a Humvee. This training is really 
helping us prepare for an 
upcoming 'real world' mission to 
Haiti."

Marine Lance Cpl. Travis K. De- 
vers, son of Carolyn M. Dolliver of 
Portsmouth, has returned to Marine 
Corps Air Station New River, N.C.

ONBOARD USS MCINERNEY 
— Navy Petty Officer First Class 
John Potts, son-in-law of Sam and 
Hazel Tripp of Portsmouth, was 
one of several sailors on his 
Mayport, Fla.-based ship chosen to 
meet personally with Secretary of 
the Navy John Dalton during his 
visit to the Jacksonville and 
Mayport area last month. 

Potts, 33, who joined the Navy 
In 1983, is an electronics technician 
onboard the guided missile frigate 
USS Mdnemey. They maintain and 
repair electronic equipment, 
including communications 
equipment, radar search systems and 
navigation systems. 

Potu' job is critical to his ship's 
mission. Guided missile frigates 
like Mclnemy have advanced sonar 
systems, and are equipped with 
missiles and torpedoes. They are 
designed to protect warships and 
merchant convoys against attacks 
from below the seas, as well as on 
or above the sea. 

Frigates often deploy to the 
Middle East where they intercept 
and board ships suspected of 
carrying cargo in violation of U.N. 
sanctions against Iraq, and are also 
involved in Caribbean drug 
interdiction operations. 

The Secretary of the Navy, the 
civilian head of the Department of 
the Navy, is responsible for the 
operation and efficiency of the 
U.S.Navy and U.S. Marine Corps. 

During Dalton's visit to northeast 
Florida, home to several Navy 
installations, he spoke to thousands 
of assembled sailors and Marines on 



issues such as quality of life and 
military downsizing. 

He also spoke of the importance 
of their jobs, mentioning the role 
of personnel in local ships and 
aircraft squadrons played in Ininging 
the warring factions in Bosnia to 
the peace negotiations in Dayton, 

Ohio. 

"The best part of my job is 
getting out in the fleet and talking 
with sailors and Marines." said 
Dalton.

They will be 
deployed to the North Atlantic and 
European theato'.

The cost for a 30,000-person 
stadium is estimated at $25 
million. 

Block said that the project cannot 
be incliKled in the upcoming budget 
which will be presented to council 
on Ai»il 2.

Up close and personal

If it's did. used. b(»rowed or abused — and 
your child rittes in it '— then Georjeane 
Blumling doesn't want it on the road. Poiod. 

Blumling, volunteer coordinator for 
CoiKemed Citizens Advocating Traffic 
Safety (CCATS) and president of the 
Regional Transportation Safety Board, has 
just completed a ^nth's worth of child 
safety seat checks uid public appearances 
aim^ at making life safer for Virginia 
Beach's yoimgest passengos. 

Collecting about 800 unsafe seats during 
February, she explained, "We pick up scats 
that<-have been involved in accidents, or 
they're used uid we don't know much ^ut 
Ifam. or th^^ missing parts, or all of those 
things. The problem jn that people give 
others used child safety seatt to be nice. iMit 
sometimes someone gets a seat who got it 
from a neighbor, who got it from a neighbor, 
vhd got it from a neighbo' or picked it up 
from a garage sale. If you don't have the 
instructions or the M>eling is peeled off, you 
can't tell when it was nranufactured." 

Many of the seats Blumling imd CCATS 
c(rflect each ^ar are on recall lists. It cmild 
mean something as simple as the seat's filler 
foam isn't thick enough, or something as bad 
as the safety latch easily clicking open. 

Others they collect ve very old. Apiin. 
this is unsafe as well. 

"Child safety, seats are made out of 
plastics, ttiej^c kind of plastics in your 
car. There's something in the plastics called 
polymn^ that become brittle. Our rule of 
thumb is that when a child safety seat is 
about five or six years old. then it's time to 
get a new one." Blumling explained. 

Although it's difficult to tell, some seats 
have been in accidents. 

"We suggest retiring seats that have been 
involved in an accident. We classify an 
accident as anything that has caused 
damage tp your car — especially if the child 
was in its seat at the time. It's done its job; 
it's time to ^t a new one." 

Unfortunately, Blumling said, this advice 
doesn't always sit well with those on tight 
bud^ts. If that is the case, there are 
inognuns through insurance companies and 
the DMV diat will pay for a new child safety 
seat.;a new one can be purchased for as 
little as $40. 

"Whu's $^ compared to the life of ycu. 
child?" she asked. "It's a cheap price to 

pay.- -...^r.. ..-.. 

Ttit issue of child safety is near and dear 
to Blumling's heart 

"When I flrst got out of college. I worked 
at the Southeastern Virginia Training Center 
with mentally-challenged children. I really 
enjoyed wcffking with kids because I felt like 
I was having an impact with them. I did 
some parent training with that same group. 
CHux my first son was bom, I wanted to find 
some woilc that was part-time and flexible 
because I wanted to qient some more time 
with him." 

Blumling signed on as a prevention 
specialist at the Norfolk Community 
Service Board, where she taught mental 
retardation prevention. Part of die job was 
teaching the importance of child safety 
seats. 

"I learned a lot about child safety seats. I 
had been using CHie with my son, but it never 
crossed my mind about all the 'in's and out's' 
of diem." 

Blumling grinned when remembering the 
stem admonitions of a pediatrician before 
her first »n was bom. 

"He said that the baby could sleep in a 
drawo' of die dresser if he had to and that I 
could use pretty much any type of soap — 
but diat I had to buy a child safety seat and 
the b^y would go home from the hospital in 
it To show you how naive I^ was at the time, 
Daniel rode home facing dw right direction 
in his child safety seat while Mom was 
kneeling in the fr^nt seat facing over die 
seat looking at him. I could have been 
killed, but he would have been fine!" she 
bmg^. 

After die birth of her second child. 
Blumling went to work for die Virginia 
Beach Community Services Board as a 
prevoition specialist 

"I really have b^n dmng child sifety seat 
informatun f<» about IS years now." she 
reminisi^. "back before we kixw anydiing. 
back when chiM saf^ Mats were really a 
nifhtmare to miderstand. They have changed 
so dramatically. They don't have as many 
bells, whi^les md straps and are easier to 
maall.' 

Bitt mx ditt ea^. According to Blumling. 
CCATS is SMing more and more ptoplt 
wnmgly inaalUng dieir child safe^ seats. 
She estimates diat as many as 90 p»cenl of 
dwse on die roiKl are not installed cnrecdy. 
Most <4 Ae tine, die chfld nfNy aott ue 
msaOed t^dy enoogh.

seats, Bhunling also encourages use of sett 
belts for all older children and adults. Last 
year CCATS even went into the local public 
high schools with a special campaign diat 
raised seat belt usage/awareness by 23 
percent 

"All my friends call me 'Miss Healthy 
Safety' b^use I seem to be such a mom." 
she smiled. "I also go into elementary 
schools, pre-schools and kindergartens with 
the message. I love it because I can get 
these S year olds to buckle up every dme 
they get in their car and remind them to tell 
dieir paimxs to buckle up. I tell diem it's my 
job to make sure everyoiw in Virginia Beach 
buckles up and tell them Tm making them 
my 'buckle up helpCTs.'" 

According to Blumling, 
CCATS is seeing more 

and more people 
wrongly Installing their 
child safety seats. She 
estimates that as many 
as 90 percent of those 
on the road are not 

installed correctly. 

Blumling, a graduate of Norfolk Catholic 
and Old Dominion University, is a membo' 
of die State TranspcMiation Safety Boimi md 
is the Virginia rei»esentative to the National 
Women's Highway Safety Leaders. She is 
also Juvenile Protection chairman for die 
Thalia Elementary School PTA.

Opening March 
17, exhibit to 
include many 
private pieces 

Hie Arts Center of the 
Portsmouth Museums will 
present an exhibition of 
"Imperial Russiui Treasures," 
including works by Faberge, 
long lost Russian icons and 
private Romuiov masterpieces. 

The exhiUt will be on display 
for one month only beginning 
March 17 through Ai^il 21. 
There will be a gala benefit 
opening night reception on 
Stturday, March 16 from 6:30 - 
8:30 p.m.. open to museum 
membo^ and invited guests. 

Among the works by the 
legendary Carl Faberge is a 
presentation egg made around 
the end of the 19th century and 
never before seen in the United 
States. Odier worics by Faberge 
include a jade figuring of a 
Russian general, one of only 
two known. 

Romanov works include a 
beautifully-painted Romanov 
"Triptych" from the 19th 
century, still in exceptional 
condition. 

Many of the numerous icons 
on display once belonged to 
royalty of Russia. This priceless

collection has bMn loaned by 
friends of the museum who wish 
to remain anonymous. A 
donation of $4 is reqiwsted. 

Faberge. 1846-1920. 
established himself as the 
"master jeweler to the Tsars." 
Bom of French parents in 
Russia, he learned his trade in 



his father's jewelry shop in St. 
Petersburg. Showing great 
talent for &e business early on, 
he took over at age 24 and soon 
attracted the notice of the 
aristocracy, and most 
importantly, of the Tsar 
Nicholas II and his wife. 
Alexandra. 



Faberge's works rangbd from 
his utilitarian "objets de 
fantaisie." the magnificent 
Easter eggs and othw purely 
decorative items. 

Representative of this latter 
category is the Russian general, 
one of only two such genmds 
made by Faberge. The figurine 



wears a coat made (rf nq>lDine, 
a dark green jade for Siberia, 
with seven diamond buttons, 
and black onyx hat, collar, 
cuffs and boots. His head and 
hands are made of qvam, and 
his cane of gold. 

Easter was the most 
imporont time of the year for 
Russians, as Christ's 
rNurrecUon was paramount in 
the Russian Orthodox religion. 
As symbols of creation and new 
life, eggs have been given as 
gifts at Easter time fra: hundreds 
of years. The first eggs were 
real hen's eggs which were 
colored or dyed, odiers were 
made of wood or p^ier-mache. 

In the 18th century, eggs 
began to be created out of 
glass, porcelain and precious 
metals and jewels. This trend 
reached its height in the 
Imperial and presentation eggs 
of Faberge. Every egg created 
by Faberge and his woikshop of 
master jewelers is a miniature 
marvel if imagination, 
craftsmanship and elegance. 
Each egg also contains a 
"surprise," some as simple as 
an emerald shaped like an egg. 
oditfs as elaborate as a scide, 
working model of a locomotive 
made of gold and silver. 

the presentation egg, 
purchased by a family of Uie 
aristocracy in Russia circa 
1895, is a testimonial to 
Faberge's consummate skills as 
an enamelist. The wave-patton 
eniunel, known as gullloche, is 



his trademaric. This egg is tri- 
color enamel on a silver-gilt 
stand, crowned with a cabachon 
ruby xt in gold. Tte mner rim 
. is trimmed with diamonds, and 
Uie interior of the egg. whtfe 
the emerald "surprise" egg 
rests, is lined with silk linen. 

Icons are, in the Russian 
"Orthodox religion, "living 
images" of God, Christ, the 
Madonna or saints Mid apostles. 
There are tow main types of 
icons, those found in the 
churches and Uiose used hi the 
homes. Not merely a piece of 
decorative artworic. the family 
icons were considered 
esteemed guests in the home 
and as such, were dressed, 
prayed to, ^red for and 
honored. 

An oil lamp was hufl(g in front 
of each icon, so that God's face 
"^was never in darkness, and this 
light was never allowed to go 
out Hiey were purdiased for all 
occasions: weddings, births, 
bi^ms, iUness aiKl death. The 
icons wne blessed by the local 
priest before being placed in 
the hone. 

The Arts Center is located on 
Uie comer of Court and High 
streets in Olde Towne 
Portsmouth and is accessible to 
the disabled. Hours are Tuesday 
- Saturday, 10 a.m. - 5 p.m., and 
Sunday.

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Kempsville teen tops Scouting accomplishments, earns another accolade

Not many people can boast of 
the kind* of accomplishments that 
Jay Michael Lindsey has 
achieved in his 13 years. 

An Eagle Scout by the age of 
12 — making him the youngest in 
the history of the Boy Scouts of 
America — the Kempsville 
youth's star is shining again. 

This time the teen is the winner 
of the Virginia Society of the 
Sons of the American Revolu- 
tion's 1996 Eagle Scout Award. 
Competing against high school 
juniws, seniors and even college 
freshman, Lindsey was the soci- 
ety's unanimous choice as the 
strongest entry in the statewide 
competition. 

But for all he has accom- 
plished, the eighth grader at 
Kempsville Middle School is as 
modest and unassuming as they 
come. In fact, Lindsey admits that 
when he signed onto the Scouting 
program in first grade, he wasn't 
that impressed. 

"I was 6 and got started in Tiger 
Cubs," he reminisced. "I really 
didn't like it that much, but I went 
back the next year anyway." 

Encouraged by his parents, 
DeAnne and David, Lindsey ^nt 
his early childhood in Virginia 
Beach's Pack 66, during which 
time he won the pack's Maccabee 
Award. It was just the beginning 
of numy more to come. 
. Advancing through the ranks, 
he earned Wolf and Bear Honors, 
32 arrow points and Webelos 
'recognition. In 1992, he was 
awarded the Certificate of Merit 
by the Scouts' National Court of 
Honor for Meritorious Action- 



Lifesaving. 

After achieving the Arrow of 
Light, Lindsey crossed over to 
Boy Scout Troop 12 and, later, 
Troq) 29, where he advanced to 
the ranks of Eagle Scout. 

Today, the youth holds 75 merit 
badges, as well as Bronze, Gold 
and Silver Palms. He has served 
in many leadership positions, in- 
cluding assistant denner, denner, 
den chief, quartermaster, histo- 
rian, assistant venture crew chief, 
assistant patrol leader, troop 
guide and instructor. He now 
serves as a senior patrol leader 
and TRAIL Boss leader/trainer. 

To achieve his latest honor, the 
Sons of the American Revolu- 
tion's Eagle Scout Award, Lind- 
sey had to fulfill three criteria: 
write an essay; do an extensive 
family tree; and. list his 
achievements in Scouting. 

Needless to say, the latter took 
a few pages, considering the 13- 
year-old has accomplished many 
Scouting achievement. For his 
efforts, he was presented a trophy 
and cash award; he is now 
competing for the national Sons 
of the American Revolution 
.$5,000 scholarship. 

Lindsey quickly pointed out the 
whole point of Scouting: 
"Basically, I just say that I want 
to earn that badge and go for it. 
But the point of Scouting isn't just 
to earn Eagle, it's to have fun 
along the way." " 

He added that Scouting has af- 
forded him the opportunity to take 
part in activities he might not 
otherwise experience — rock 
climbing, canoeing, camping and 
hiking. These are his favorites. 

"Plus I know I won't get lost in 



the wilderness," he added, refer- Eagle by age 15." 
ring to his orienteering skills. 

Scouting also helps to build 
confidence. 

Lindsey noted quietly, "I 
worked hard for everything, and' 
I'm iHDud of everything I've done." 



Scouting seems to run in 
the family when it comes to the 
Lindseys. 

Both £>avid and DeAnne partic- 
ipated in Scouting programs when 
they were younger, and today 
David is an assistant district 
commissioner for the area. 

The proud parents speak glow- 
ingly of their son's achievements. 

"I think he has a lot of potential 
— that this is justlhe beginning 
of it," DeAnne shared. "He's a 
creative person, a humorous 
young person, knows the differ- 
ence between right and wnmg and 
easily grasps concepts. And I like 
him; he's pretty cool!" 

Admitting that Scouting is "all- 
encom{»ssing and all-consuming" 
in their family, she added that 
Lindsey has "tenacity and a way 
of sticking with it — even at an 
age when Scouting's not really 
the cool thing to do." 

Lindsey's father noted, "I've en- 
couraged him, but he's done it all 
completely on his own. We're 
proud of him no matter what he 
does. But when he starts some- 
thing, he fmiishes it." 

As for accomplishing Eagle 
Scout so young, David noted. "I 
feel that the accomplishment isn't 
so unique that most boys can't do 
it. It just whether the parents will 
take the time in programs and ev- 
erything else. If they do, it's no 
problem. Most kids do qualify for 



In addition to his various 
merit badges, Lindsey has also at- 
tended several Boy Scout camps 
and was elected to the Blue 
Heron Lodge-Order of the Arrow 
(National Society of Honor 
Campers) last year and is cur- 
rently serving on the Lodge Cer- 
emonial Team and Fall Conclave 
Committee. 

- He is a candidate for the 
William T. Homaday Award for 
Distinguished Service to National 
Resources Conservation. Less 
than 1,100 Scouts have ever 
obtained this honor. 

Lindsey is now undertaking 
training at the Virginia Marine 
Science Museum to become a ju- 
nior docent. For this summer he 
has made applications to attend 
leadership programs at the Uni- 
versity of Virginia and Camp Pip- 
sico, as well as the Super Colo- 
nial America Trek (a 65-mile ca- 
noeing and camping trip available 
through the Boy Scouts of Amer- 
ica). 

Outside of these activities, 
Lindsey is active in his school 
and community. He has partici- 
pated in the school's Spanish 
Club, wrestling team, School 
Social Committee, an environ- 
mental club and intramural sports. 

Lindsey is also active in com- 
munity soccer, basketball and 
baseball teams. He is president of 
his synagogue's Kadima Youth 
Group, attends Sunday school and 
has been active in Clean the Bay 
Day for the past four years. 



City making military moves easFer on

. For many Navy families, moving 
from one place to the othn is a way 
of life, and not always a pleasant 
experience. 

Maycv Meyera Obemdorf visited 
future residents of Virginia Beach 
during a recent trip to Mirimar Air 
Station in San Diego. Calif, to tell 
them that her city is "welcoming 
them home." 

With her were officials from 
Oceana, the Vfa-ginia Beach school 
system, state offlcials. medical 
advisors and a host of others 
prepared to collect data and answer 
questions for those soon coming to 
the resort city. 

"It was not a vacation; it was a 
working trip," Obemdorf smiled. 
"We did an outreach on every level 
moming, noon and night" 

Obemdorf wanted to be sure that 
they were ready for the city and the 
city was ready for them. ^ 

Who is "them"? 

On May 1, the fu-sl of five F-14 
fleet squadrons will arrive, making 
Oceana NAS and Virginia Beach 
their home. The second group will 
arrive in August as Mirimar makes 
the transition to Marine Corps ^ 
Station Mirimar as part of the 
recent BRAC consolidation of 
military bases. 

In October, January and May of 
1997, more personnel will follow. 
In December of 1997, the first two 
F/A-18 squadrons from Cecil Field, 
Fla. will arrive, with others 
arriving during 1998. 

"When we get to that point, we'll 
be somewhere we've abeady been," 
said Retired Navy Capt. James B. 
Dadson. 

"Most people think, 'Oh, my 
goodness, there's going to be 600- 
some airplanes out there,' because 
they don't know diey've gone away. 
But that simply isn't true," said 
Dadson, a key research advisor for 
the city during the 1993 and 1995 
Base Realignment and Closure 
Commission hearings. 

By 1999, there will be 378 
aircraft at NAS Oceana. He pointed

out that is "just four more than 
there wctc in fiscal year 1990." 



To have planes, you need 
people to fly them. 

Armed with a battery of 
statistics, Dadson explained why 
he, the mayor and a complete 
entourage from Virginia Beach went 
to Mirimar last month: to teach 
them about the place they would 
soon call home. 

The 8,000 military personnel on 
Oceana's base will inaease to more 
than 13,000 by fiscal year 1999. In 
1989, there were 12.500 military 
personnel stationed there.With the 
new personnel will come 
dependents — with the F/A-18 
"hornet" personnel come about 
4.000 husbands, wives and children. 
"Those with the F-14 "tomcats" will 
number about 1,900. 
The purpose of Obemdorf s recent 



visit to Mirimar, she said, was to 
tell them that the city of Virginia 
Beach is looking forward to their 
arrival. 

"It has always been my belief 
that where anyone is facing a 
change in their life, it can be very 
stressful," said Obemdorf, adding 
that she wants to help make the 
transition as smooth as possible. 

"I want them to know it's an 
opportunity to live in one of the 
greatest cities in the nation," she 
smiled. "I wanted to go to them and 
say, 'I want to welcome you 
home.'" 

Obemdorf said she stressed that 
the city has a good relationship 
with the military. 

"These people are an absolute 
asset to any community they live 
in, and I wanted them to to know 
the Hampton Roads area and city of 
Virginia Beach is excited about 
them being here," she added. 



"The first group I talked to was 
very young and they had probably 
never known anything about the 
East except what they had learned in 
history class." Obemdorf said. 

She and other members of the 
entourage talked to them about the 
school system. military 
partnerships with the city, 
recreation, local military medical 
facilities and "all the things a 
mother would probably wonder 
about" 

A video gave many soon-to-be 
newcomers their fust glance at the 
resort city. 

Navy officials pointed out the 
differences between the health 
insurance coverage at Mirimar and 
here, .and the difference in some 
automobile insurance parties in 
Califomia. 

Virginia Beach physical forms for 
school-age children were distributed 
to parents so they could see 
pediatricians before leaving 
Califomia. Last week, her office 
received a request from Mirimar /or 
300 more physical forms. 

Obemdorf explained this would 
eliminate an influx of everyone 
arriving and trying to get a doctor's 
appointment at the same time in an 
unfamiliar area. 

Personnel were told of the 
different options they have in 
physically moving their belongings 
to this area. 

"For the young couple who have 
their first move, these are the 
things that can make the move a 
little less traumatic," said 
Obemdorf. 

"We talked about what types of 
jobs are available (for spouses) and 
we talked about the tourism 
industry and that this is a safe city," 
she added, noting that iat the eighth 
consecutive year, the FBI has rated 
Virginia Beach the safest city with 
a population of 250,000 to 750,000 
residents. 

By giving them information, she 
h(^s to make the transition an 
easier one for all of the incoming 
military family.

One of the teams is composed 
of SrA Chris Horton. the son of 
Mr. and Mrs. Albert Horton of 
Virginia Beach, and his dog. Rex. 

"Our bomb dogs helped with 
security during the trial of the 
World Trade Center bombers in 
New York City and we've also 
helped the U.S. Secret Service 
with visits by the president, vice 
president and first lady to this 
area," said TSgt. Larry Ritchey, 
military working dog section 
chi^ «• 

'The bomb dogs and handlers 
were on temporary duty away 
from Hanscom for 71 days in 
1995. Drug dogs and their 
handlers were away for a number 
of days in 1994, but stayed at 
Hanscom throughout 1995. 

Six dogs and handlers are 
assigned to the section with two 
woridng each shift "We keep one 
'bomb dog' and one 'drug dog' on 
each shift, so we are covered 
around the clock," Ritchey said. 

The dogs cannot be "cross- 
trained" to detect both bombs and 
drugs. 

"If a dog alerts during a search, 
we wouldn't know if we needed to 
call a magistrate for a search 
warrant or an explosive ordnance 
disposal team." he said 

Bomb dogs work a looser 
pattern and conduct quicker 
searches. Since there is rarely a 
need for speed with drug 
surveillance and the amount of 
contraband is usually much 
smaller, these dogs work more

Many of the dogs being ^"Man^gln. 
purchased by the Defense 
De{»rtment Center at Lackland 
AFB, Texas, from three vendors 
ate Belgian Malinois and the rest 
are German Shepherds or a 
shepherd-mix.

training program. Security police 
dog handlers leam their trade after 
they con^plete the regular law 
enforcement training program at 
Lackland.

ONBOARD THE USS FIFE —

Council 
rejects 
more Brew 
Thru talk 

Supporter Dean 
fires statement 
back over issue

Councilman Robert K. Dean, 
who had hoped city council would 
provide a forum fo^the operators of 
a convenience^ store being 
constructed at 29th Street and 
Pacific Avenue trading as a Brew 
Thru, received no support from his 
colleagues at a work session 
Tuesday. 

Council several months ago 
adopted a resolution recommending 
that the Alcoholic Bevoa^ Control 
Board deny an alcoholic beverage 
license to the Brew Ttou. 

Dean said Tuesday that he would 
like to have the representatives of 
the Brew Thru make the same 
presentation it made before the 
board at the March 26 meeting of 
council. 

In a release last Friday, Dean said 
that the Drive Thru stores are 
similar to many convenience stores 
now operating in Virginia Beach. 

"To turn down a business entity 
— one that has gone through all 
the proper channels in their 
qjplicadons — by saying their store 
design causes the misuse of alcohol 
constructs a whole new government 
policy that we, quite frankly, have 
no business doing." 

Mayw Meyers Obemdorf said 
that council was not ofposed to the 
store, Just to the license. 

In fairness, said Dean, "Will we 
be prohibitfflg oth^ Heemes?" 

Councilman Linwodd Branch 
said that council took its ^tion at 
the request of two civic leagues and 
an advisory committee. Police 
Chief Charles Wall also came out 
strongly against issuing a license. 

Councilman Harold Heischober 
said that if the ABC Board grants 
the licuise, there is nothing council 
cfflido.

Branch said that if Dean wanted 
the meeting, he could arrange one 
somewhere where council members 
who wanted to could attend.

Church-goers 
revive ancient 
herbs, plants in 
Beach garden

Virginia Beach is far removed 
from ancient Israel in terms of 
distance, time and climate, but a 
local group is learning diat many 
of the plants mentioned m the 
Bible can be grown and used here 
ttthe Beach. 

Members of Beach 
Fellowship, a non- 
denominational church on 
General Boodi Boulevard, already 
grow ancient, exotic flowo* ^uch 
as rugosa rose, as well as more 
common plants like garlic in 
their church's heii> garden. 

Someday they hope a row of 
olive trees will shade the 
gardener's visitors, and they diink 
it's possible to p'ow them here 
despite die area's relatively cold 
winters. 

"There's one type of olive thai 
will grow here, although you 
won't get much fruit from them," 
said Ed Phillips, who's been 
instrumental in maintaining the 
garden. "Norfolk's about on a line 
with the Rock of Gibraltar, 
although the climate's different 
here." 

The garden was die brainchild 
of Deb Strong-Napple, who 
envisioned "a place where people 
could pray and relax among the 
herbs diat God a«ated." 

She refers to it as a "Biblical 
herb garden" because the plants 
grown there were mentioned in 
the Bible. Although church 
members use the herbs for teas, 
jellies OT sachets they primarily 
raise t!» garden foctt aesthetic 
value, according to -Stroftg- 
Napple. 

Strong-Na|q)le, a New Jersey 
native, became interested in 
gardening when she moved into 
her Virginia Beach house and 
found herself with a large yard to 
care for. She took a master 
gardener's course and now grows 
vegetables, flowers and herbs at 
home. The Biblical herb garden 
required a lot of research and 
legwork, ste said, before it could 
even get started. 

"We started with a Bible study, 
we wmt through the Bible and 
found out what herbs are 
mentioned there," she said. She 
learned that the Israelites longed 
fcx' foods spiced with garlic while 
they were wandering in the 
wilderness with nothing but 
manna to eat. She also learned 
that many of the bitter herbs used

during Passover, including 
horseradish and parsley, grow 
well here, and she learnt which 
flowers and trees were grown for 
firagrance and aj^iearance. 

Thai, she and oUier church 
members turned to magazines and 
reference books to learn where to 
buy these plants and how to grow 
them. Many can be purchased 
from wholesalers or at the 
National Cathedral in 
Washington, which boasts a large 
garden of its own. Often, 
however, mid-Eastern plants 
jreqsins ^lecial care in pr^r to 
4l|«f#Br*1fl Tidewaflfr's wet 
ciMDfHe, and the church members 
fouml diemselves doing a lot of 
mulcning to drain die soil. 

Raising the money to buy the 
plants presented another 
challenge. 

Although die church's pastor, 
Vinny Losciale, "was behind us 
right away, he told us we'd have 
to raise our own money," Sirongi'' 
Napple said. 

Thejardeners sell herbal jell^ 
and teas, using herbs they grow 
at home as well as those grown 
at church, to raise the funds 
necessary to maintain Uie garden. 
They also made sachets for sale at 
Christmas. 

"We make everything we sell, " 
Strong-Nipple said, adding that 
she and other members have 
taken classes to learn how to use 
the herbs. 



The garden was 
the brainchild of 
Deb Strong- 
Napple, who 
envisioned "a 
place where 
peopoie could 
pray and relax. ". 

The work, which involves 
tying tiny mesh bags for sachcus 
or stuffing tea bags, which they 
order through the mail, can 
become tedious and time- 
consuming, but it's not so bad 
when there are several people 
working on a task, Strong- 
Napple said. 

The church members also 
enjoy some of the herbs 
themselves. They harvest the 
edible herbs for cooking, some ui 
them have experimented with 
making herb wreaths and 
potpourri, and they're also 
dedicated consumers of dieir own 
jellies and teas. 

"The hot pepper jellies are 
particularly good for sporting 
events," Phillips said. 

Phillips, Strong-Napple and 
fellow church member and 
gardening enthusiast Margaret 
Shearer work in the garden 
several hours a week during the 



growing season. Right now, 
they're clearing and pruning the 
perennial herbs ^id harvesting die 
h^^radi^. 

Researching^ and growing 
exotic plants can be interesting, 
but it can also have its pitfalls, 
die church members aMdA. 

"We grow some rue, whkh is a 
beautiful plant with small, blue- 
green leaves," Strong-Napple 
said. "One day last year, I was 
working around the rue, pruning 
it, and the next day I had a 
horrible rash that lasted for three 
months." 

She hiffl' learned that, ahbough 
this plant has been used for 
medicinal purposes, die oils often 
produce allergic reactions in 
many people. 

Still, die gardener's endiusiasm 
for dieir project hasn't dampened. 
The garden, which church 
members dedicated last fall, 
provides a place whwe members 
can reueat to diirdc or just enjoy 
its sights and smells, Strong- 
Napple said. 

It's also used as a background 
for a lot of die church pictiires 
and she. Phillips and Shearer 
have big plans for its future. 

"We'd like to install an 
irrigation system, and we want to 
set out some fig trees and olive 
uees," Phillips said. "We might 
also gftt some Lebanon Cedar, 
we'd like to have a whole row (rf 
trees to shade the garden."

Controlling acce^ on die city's 
roads doon't come ea^. 

Tske Princes Anne RcM Pime 
ni. It's a $20.5 million Virginia 
De^i^ent of Highways project 
wh^h has already been funded. 

Originally, VDOT had considered 
improving the road as a limited 
access facility, but at city council's 
recommendation, the designation 
was chai^ 10 a "controlled acceK"" 
ro^. Although not as drastic as 
limiting access, controlled access 
meant eliminating a number of 
accesses previously enjoyed by 
propoty owners. 

Tuesday at a city council 
workshop City Engineer John 
Herzke rep<«ed diat widi changing 
conditions along die corridor, four 
accesses had to be added to the M 
accesses not recommended for 
deletion by either the city or 
VDOT. Five altCTnatc entrances on 
Lynnhaven Parkway, related to the 
project, also have been {Ktiposed. 

In all, aiqiroximately 18 accc^ 
have been recomm^ided for (ktetion 
eidwr by die city or VDOT, 

The road sweeps across the city 
from west (Virg^inia Beach 
Bouievai'd) to the east to beyond 
Landstown Ro^. And it's very 
busy aid potentially more so.

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The wooden figurehead stood 
guardian over the seas for 62 y^is. 
TheNorwegian Lady had withstood 
much during her vigil; the sea and 
wetther had whqjped ho^ mercilesdy 
and unkind pcopk had carved and 
chipped away pieces of wood from 
ha frame. 

It was not 
until Aug. 11, 
1953, when 
Hurricane 
Barbara 
came ashore, 
that she was 
damaged 
beyond 
repair and 
removed 
from her 
stand and 
placed in 
safekeeping 
to later be 
found 
missing and 
never seen 
again. 

During the 
time that the 
Norwegian Lady was removed from 
the sands at 16th Street, tourists and 
citizens alike voiced concern About 
missing the figurehead. Thomas 
Goode Baptist, an attorney in 
Washington and an annual summer 
visitor to Virginia Beach, began a 
drive to get the figurehead replaced. 
After reading an article written by 
Bi^Xist, Erik Bye, prt^ram producer 
tor Radio Nraway at the Norwegian 
Broadcasting Conx)ration,embaiiced 
upon the task of getting a new 
Norwegian Lady. The statue, made 
of bronze and sculptured by one of 
N(Mway's famous sculptors, Omulf 
Bast, was given to the city of Virginia 
Beach with a like statue to be erected 
in Moss, Norway.

Ingram helps create 
presence for Navy

ONBOARD USS CAPE ST. 
GEORGE — Always victorious is 
the motto for USS Cape St. 
Qeorge, one of the Navy's newest 
and most versatile guided missile 
cruisers. The ship's mission is to 
maintain a U.S. presence around the 
woM and provide rapid response in 
limes of oisis. Robert Ingram, 34, 
husband of Tern Ingram of 
Portsmouth, supports his ship's 
mission as a fire controlman. 
Ingram operates and maintains 
advanced weapons systems, which 
include equipment such as radars, 
computers, and target-designation 
systems. 

"My job is important to the lives 
of all my shipmates." said Ingram, 
a 1979 graduate of Lakeside High 
school in Atlanta. "The mission of 
my command is to project a forward 
presence. If the weapons systems 
on the ship don't work properly, we 
would be unable to defend 
ourselves, and the ship would be 
unable to perform its mission." 

Ingram's job is critical to the 
warship. Guided missile cruisers, 
like Cape St. George, are some of 
the most powerful warships ever 
put to sea. The computer-based 
Aegis weapons system is the heart 
of the ship's war fighting 
ciqjability. 

It centers around a powerful radar 
that enables the crew to detect, track 
and fire on as many as 100 targets 
at a time. Cruisers can defend a 
battle group against threats from 
submarines, other ships and from 
enemy aircraft or missiles. 

The U.S. Navy is also involved 
in the war against drugs, something 
Ingram and his shipmates are very 
familiar with. During recent 
operations in the Pacific, Cape St. 
George encountered a Panamani^- 
licensed fishing vessel, Nataly 1, 
suspected of transporting illegal 
drugs. 

A U.S. Coast Guard Law 
&if(Htieineflt Temn cmboard the ship 
and crewmembers boarded the 
vessel. They found more than 
24,000 pounds of cocaine ^ith a 
wholesale value of $143 million. It 
was the nation's largest seizure of 
cocaine on the high seas. 

"As a fire controlman, I provided 
support," Ingram explained. "My 
shipmates and I got the vessel into 
radar iai%e and kqH them on scq)e. 
Engineers and operations people 
made the rest hifipiai." 

Along with being successful 
during anti-drug operatiaiSTXi^»- 
St. George and her crew are &r 



award- winniiig team. The ship's 
crew recently earned the Arizona 
Trophy, given bi-annually to the 
ship which has achieved the greatest 
combat readiness. 

"We've been awarded fw the work 
my troops and I have done," said 
Ingram. "Winning the trophy gives 
me confidence in the fact that if we 
go into battle we'll come out on 
top. I have no j^rehension towards 
altering a conflict." 

Since joining the Navy in 1982, 
Ingram has accomplished much,, 
including traveling and being 
selected for the rank of chief petty 
ofTuxi. 

"The reason I chose the Navy is 
because it seemed to offer the best 
training and advancement 
opportunities," said Ingram. "The 
Navy also offered the best 
opportunities to travel. The most 
exciting thing about the Navy is 
visiting the foreign ports and seeing 
the different cultures throughout the 
world." 

Through his extensive training 
and traveling, Ingram has learned 
much about' people and effective 
leadership. 

"The single most important jhing 
I've learned is how to communicate 
with people I consider this a critical 
skill to have as a leader or manager 
of people," said Ingram. 

"You also need to listen to what 
your people say and be honest in 
evoything you do. Be firm and fair 
in all decisions you make, even the 
ones you don't like making, and 
wakhanl!" 

After 14 years in the Navy.

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Larkspur students get early perspective on future careers

Representatives of more than 100 
different occuqjations descended cm 
Larkspur Middle School last 
Wednesday evening for Career 
Connection, a school system-wide 
Ctfeer Fair designed to give 
Virginia Beach teens — middle and 
high schoolers alike — a feel for 
some of the many occupations 
available. 

"For the past few years, we 
always had a transition program for 
children with disabilities in the 
cafeteria," explained Sharon Foster, 
special education coordinator of the 
Office of Programs for Exceptional 
Children. 

Then during a brainstorm with 
Denise Lawson, school board 
transition specialist of the Office of 
Technical Career Education, they 



developed a way to involve more 
young people, and they called it 
Careo" Connection. 

"We wanted to make the night 
more inclusive," she said, "with 
information available on caxeeK for 
all students, not just students with 
disabilities. So it's an inclusive 
event We have the support of the 
Virginia Beach Chamber of 
Commerce, the support of Virginia 
Power, and the Economic 
Development Office from Virginia 
Beach," she said. 

Looking around at the crowds 
that were flowing into and through 
the Larkspur halls and classrooms, 
she expressed her joy at the 
evening's success. 

"This is a lot of people," she said 
with surprise. "It's more than we 
ever expected. The parking lots are' 
full." 

Standing not far from the door, 
;he was privy to its constant 
q)ening to admit visitors. 

"People keep coming, which is 



wcmderful," she marveled. 

Although there was no way to 
count the precise numbers of

As a kickoff event for African-

The production came to the area 
directly from its showcase this year 
at the Kennedy Center in 
Washington, D.C. via The 
Learning Stage, Theatre IV, a 
Richmond-based theater company. 

Historically, the 9th and 10th 
Calvaries were overlooked and their 
contributions downplayed. 
Congress created these unique 
fighting groups in 1866 from the 
ranks of Union troops after the 
Civil War. The drama pays tribute 
to the achievements of these unique 
"Buffalo Solders" who fought side 
by side with Teddy Roosevelt's 
Rough Riders, capturing San Juan 
Hill During the Spanish-American 
War.

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Women of Wesleyan don't waiver in 
support of scliolarly fund raiser

It's not every day that you see the 
vice president Of development at 
Virginia Wesleyan College saving 
up barbecue sandwiches with a 
smile in the school gymnasium's 
hallway. 

But that's exactly what many 
people saw last weekend during the 
Women of Wesleyan's Bazaar and 
Craft Show. 

The annual event was held to 
raise funds for three scholarships 
and other projects by the Women of 
Wesleyan (WOW). 

Everything from iuitiques to bean 
bags to cakes and other treats, were 
sold in the hopes of raising $S.OOO. 
That's why James Bergdoll, vice 
president of development 9t VWC 
was in the hallway, used as a 
makeshift kitchen, serving up food 
to a line of hungry shoppers at the 
bazaar. He wanted to help WOW 
any way he could. 

"They povide encouragement and 
so much support." he said. 
"They've raised funds for 
scholarships, book funds, 
equipment and they've even helped 
with one of our buildings. 

"It's such an interesting group 
because it's a diverse group. You 
can see all the ladies walking 
around working today — young, 
old, bringing their husbands and it's 
interesting that the members come 
fronMill over the area — Norfolk. 
Virginia Chesapeake, Suffolk. 
Portsmouth." 

The club's president. Joy 
Longworth. explained that the 
groups members didn't have to be 
students or alumnus of VWC to 
join WOW. The only requirements 
are annual dues and attendance of 
the ciubs two meetings per year. 

"You can be a graduate of any 
college, but you just have to love 
small colleges," she said. "The 
fellowship is wonderful. You just 
have to want to help them out" 



The group's main focus is to 
serve the college by raising money 
and donating it to what they deem 
as needy causes on the campus. 

"This is WCTJdcrful," Bergdoll said 
of the event. "The Women of 
Wesleyan group has been so 
supportive of Virginia Wesleyan 
College since 1967. The group has 
grown to over 200 members - 
pushing 300." 

He recalled that the bazaar and 
craft show had been around as long 
as he could remember. 

"When we started out. we used to 
ha*9 this at the Twin Drive-In 
Theater at Independence and 
Holland, and Uiey tore that down 
about 10 years ago. We moved to 
the gym because we don't have to 
worry about the weather and we 
want people on the campus," 
B^doll noted. 

Longworth said that the 72 
vendors were an important factor in 
bringing people to the event,. whose 
main purpose is to fund 
scholarships provided by WOW. 

"The money goes to three 
scholarships," she explained. "We 
have the Women of Wesleyan, 
which was the first one, and we 
have the Alice Clark Scholarship, 
and then we have the Helen 
Hoffman. All of these are named fcr 
women who were our founders. 
They were the ones^at kind of got 
this thing together.*^ 

The scholarships arc available to 
people who attend VWC and need 
the financial assistance. 

"Money is so tight," said 
Longworth. "Money is just not 
available. You have student who are 
not always 'A' students that need 
help. We have a lot of work-study 
students who are working and pay 
part of their tuition. There's a 
fabulous adult education program." 

Money from the bazaar and craft 
show will also support a special 
book fund. 
"WOW has an adult students fund 



where people can borrow money to 
buy books, and then pay it back. 
We've never had anyone default on 
it," Longworth said. "Some of this 
money will go to it. We add more 
to it every year because we use it 
every year. Books are just so 
expensive." 

In the past, proceeds from the 
event have gone toward a 
greenhouse, fumiuire. picnic tables, 
and rain gear for security personnel, 
among others. 

The shoppers at the bazaar were a 
diverse crowd. While some had 
particular items in mind, others 
wandered from table to table 
looking for something to strike 
their faiKy. 

Todd and Barbara Collins, with 
16-month-old Tyler in tow. looked 
over a bin full of bean-bags. 

Why did they come? 

"To look and maybe find 
something interesting." said 
Barbara 

"We want to support the 
scholarships, but mostly to find 
something for our son Tyler," Todd 
added. "In particular, pillow shams, 
but they don't have the right color. 
"That's Uie only thing in particular. 
We're just looking around. They 
usually have some pretty neat 
things. It's interesting." 

While WOW believes in helping 
others, the club depended on 
shoppers, vendors and volunteers to 
make their predominant fund raiser 
a success. 

Longworth said the event would 
not have been possible without the 
help of Nick Booth, coach of the 
men's baseball and soccer teams at 
VWC. He arrived the day before and 
that morning with his baseball 
team to help WOW prepare the 
gymnasium. 

"They're so handsome — all 
these young men with smiles on 
their faces," Longworth marveled. 
"They're so cute and so helpful. I've 
decided to take them all home."

Annual Back Bay 
clean-up brings 
out best of city's 
nature lovers

Winter was still packing a 
punch in the brisk wind Saturday, 
but the sun shone strong and 
bright on the men, women and 
children who were shoveling, 
picking up trash and pruning 
bush^. Warmed by their activity, 
the workers shed their heavy 
jackets and hung^ them on bushes 
and posts akmglhe dike trails. 

"We wouldn't work this hard in 
our own yards," one woman 
qui|^}ed to her co-woricers who 
were shoveling rock dust onto a 
freshly-raked trail. 

These volunteers, like the 
jackets they discarded along the 
way, are sure signs that spring is 
returning to Back Bay Wildlife 
Refuge. The refugee's interior 
trails, which are closed during the 
winter months, reopened to 
bikers and hikers March 1, and 
about 90 volunteers turned out on 
this recent day to help refuge 
officials prepare for the upcoming 
season. 

"This is our annual spring 
spruce-up," said Virginia Beach 
resident Reese Lukei, who's been 
a volunteer at the refuge for 22 
years. "It's an opportunity for 
folks to come out and help the 
refuge by pulling grass, 
trimming back bushes" or 
performing other odd jobs. 

Refuge employees quickly 
organized the volunteers into 
small teams and put them to 
woik. Some pulled bermuda ^ass 
or trimmed wax myrtle bushes 
that had encroached on the trails, 
then graled and spread the rock 
dust. 

Ottos picked up trash along 
the beach or in the parking lot, 
but the hardest job, Lukei aid, 
went to those who voluni^red to 
replace the wood«i boardwalks. 



The boardwalks, which lead 
from the intericM' trails across the 
fragile sand dunes to the 
oceanside, are taken up in the 
winter. Replacing them is a 
major task, according to Lukei 
"because each bundte of wood 
weighs 120 to ISO pounds and it 
take two people to move it" 

Volunteers have been turning 
out fw the sping spruce-up for 
20 years, "except for the two 
years we were rained out," Lukei 
said. 

It's grown from about 15 
volunteers the first year to a high 
of 120 last year, but the biggest 
change has been in the variety of 
the tadcs pedomed.

TTiat first year was primarily a 
trash pick-up "and we picked up 
two dump truck loads of u-ash on 
the beaches," Lukei said. 

He attributes the decline in 
trash on that beach to the heavy 
penalties now imposed for 
dumping O'ash at sea. Still, there 
were enough cans, plastic buckets 
and cigarette butts on the beach 
this year to keep volunteers busy 
lugging huge garbage bags up 
and down the four miles of beach. 

Despite the occasional 
soda can or cigarette along its 
edge, the ocean sparkled in the 
bright sunshine this day. Gulls 
y/CK everywhere and a few wild 
ducks swam just offshore, 
bobbing up and down in the 
waves like children playing in the 
surf. 

This beach, sheltered from 



most human activity^ is wide 
with a hard-packed sand at low 
tide that's perfect for hiking, and 
not all of the refuge's visitors 
this March day had been drawn 
there by the day's activities. 
Some had just come to enjoy the 
sun and' wind in a wilderness 
setting. 

A group of Boy Scouts trudged 
by, weary from a long walk 
while a young mother and her 
child, bundled up against the 
wind, played on a blanket spread 
in the sand. Over on t|fe bay, a 
few pec^le fished, seated in lawn 
chairs with \he wind at their 
backs and the sun shining on 
their faces. Two hikers, carrying 
45-poHnd backiwcks starti«! a 
small deer grazing in the brush 
near one of the trails. 

The hikers woe headed for the 
primitive campsites at False 
Cape Slate Park, five miles south 
of the refuge station, and they 
said they'd tried to pack as lightly 
as possible. They'd taken only 
the necessities, including jugs of 
fresh water and a small camping 
stove, and they said they'd 
probably be the only campers 
down there this time of yrar. 

"We'll probably camp at the 
interior sites since it'll be too 
windy on the beach," one said. 

"We were down here last year 
and we saw some wild hogs." the 
other camper said, adding that he 
hoped to catch a glimpse of some 
of the wild ponies that wander 
through the i^. 

Meanwhile, the tired, hungry 
volunteers were drifting back to 
the refuge station where refugee 
employees were busily grilling 
hamburgers and hot dogs. Some 
of them, like seasoned volunteer 
George Schuchman and his 
cohorts. Bill Smith and Bob 
Mo^, di^ussed their work on the 
7,732 acres of woods, marsh and 
beach at the refu^. 

"There's a team of about six of

Southeastern 
Parkways stirs 
controversy; 
proposal would 
delay work

A proposal that would delay 
projects in the gate's six-ye^ road 
plan to provitte funds iowmis die 
design and constructim of the 
Southeastern Parkway and 
Greenbelt has run into son» 
q)pc^ti(8i on city council. 

The city engineering tuSf hs 
prepared the proposal for 
presentation on March 27 to the 
Commonwealth Transp<»tation 
Board at die state's preallocalion 
hearing for the Suffer District 

The staff is recommending that 
die city request Uw Board in re-draft 
urban allocations, delaying the 
Holland Ro^ project and all 
programmed improvements to the 
Laskin Road corridix. 

The funds for these promts, 
$60.4 million, would be 
Feappro{»iated towards the design 
and construction of the 
Southeastern Parkway and 
GreenbelL To date the staie has 
appropriated only $4 million 
towards the $2(^9 million 
Soudieastem project 

When John W. Herzke, city 
engineer in the public works 
department, at a city council 
workshop Tuesday reviewed his 
prepared comments for the 
preallocation meeting, several 
council members objected to 
delaying projects that had been 
expected by die puUic. 

Councilwoman Bart»ra Henley 
also (Aijected to a statement in |he 
comments saying, "Our city 
council fully endorses diis {^o^t, 
and it is one of our highest 
prkrities." 

She said that naming die road a 
tq) pri(mty does not reflet what 
she recalled of the council 
discussion last December when 
r^olution was |»ssed in support of 
keqiing die pn-oject in the state's 
constn^don program. 

She said diat she really regretting 
voting in favor of the resolution. 
Henley also said she still feels that 
tlM road might be needed sometime 
in die future but that it is not 
nee(ted right now.

The winds were whipping ihe 
gigantic waves over the (fcck of the 
iMttk Dictator, and the once proud but 
aged three-masto' sailing ship was 
beginning to break up. Even though 
the ship was only 350 yards from the 
shore and the two life-saving crews 
were on the 
beach with 
tourists ftom 
the Princess 
Anne Hotel 
watching, the 
torrential 
rains and 
strong east 
northeast 
winds of 54 
miles per 
hour made 
thcjobsofthe 
life-saving 
crews from 
the Seatack 
Life Saving 
Station and 
the Cape 
Henry Life 
Saving 
Station impossible. 

Although 10 members of the crew 
survived, including Capt. Jorgcn M. 
Jorgensen, five members of the crew 
and two passengers of the ill-fated 
Dictator perished that Good Friday 
day, March 27, 1891, the captain's 
wife, JoAraie, and 4-year-old son, 
Carl, were the two passengers. 

Parts of the ship wwe later found 
either washed up on the beach or 
floating in shallow water near the 
shore. <jik such piece was the 
figurehead of the Dictator, "a woman 
of hm)ic prq)ortions draped in classic 
garmoits." S.E. Crittenden, manager 
of the Princess Anne Hotel, had the 
figurehead retrieved and placed, 
fdcing out to sea, in the sands by his 
hotel at what is now 16lh Street. The 
"Legend of the Norwegian Lady" 
now begins. 

The most familiar and popular 
legend is thatC^^tain Jorgensen never 
sailed the seas again, and each year 
until his death he returned to Virginia 
Beach on March 27 to cast flowers on 
the water in memory on his family 
and crew. Captain Jorgensen Uved 26 
years beyond the 1891 shipwreck 
tragedy. There are other versions. 

The wooden figurehead stood 
guvdian over the seas for 62 years. 
She had withstood much during b^ 
vigil; the sea and weather had whipped 
her mercilessly and unkind people 
had carved and chipped away pieces 
of wood from her frame. 

It was not until Aug. 11, 1953, 
when Hurricane Barbara came ashore, 
that she was damaged beyond repair 
and removed from her stand and 
placed in safekeeping to later be found 
missing and never seen again. 

During the time that the figurehead 
was removed from the sands at 16th 
Street, tourists and citizens alike 
voic^ concern about missing the 
figurehead. Thomas Goode Baptist, 
an attorney in Washington and an 
annual summer visitcv to Virginia 
Beach, began a drive to get the 
figurehead replaces. 

AftCT reading an article written by 
B^tist, Erik Bye, jwogram producer 
for Radio Norway at the Norwegian 
Broadcasting Corporaticm, embarked 
upon the task of getting a new 



Norwegian Lady. The statue, made 
of bronze and sculptured by wie of 
Norway's famous sculptors, Ch:nulf 
Bast, was given to the city of Virginia 
Beach, with a like statue to be erected 
in Moss, Norway. 

The new nine-foot bronze statue 
left the Norwegian Naval Base at 
Horten, on the naval training ship 
Haakon VII on July 31, 1962. It 
arrived at Pier 7 at the Norfolk Naval 
Base Sept 4, having been properly 
bs^tized in NorA Sea gales while 
crossing over. 

She was unveiled on Saturday, 
Sept. 22, 1962 simultaneously on both 
sides of the Atlantic in windy and 
chilly weather. Our Norwegian Lady 
was placed on her granite pedestal at 
a permanent place at the end of 25th 
Su-eet on the oceanfront. 

A plaque on the front of the statue 
states her mission: 

"/ am 

the Norwegian lady. 

I stand here 

as my sister before me 

to wish all men of the sea 

safe return home." 

A great lady, given by the citizens 
of Moss, Norway, our sister city, to 
the citizens of Virginia Beach, serves 
as a reminder of the tragedy that 
happened on our shore that fateful 
day in 1891.

Up close and personal

History repeats itself. 

That \a& been said of wars and fashion — 
and now it can be said of Dr. Stephen S. 
Mansfield, Virginia Wesleyan College's new 
vice president of »:ademic affairs and dean 
of the college. 

Mansfield, who has been serving as the 
chief academic officer on an interim basis 
since January 1995 following the death of 
Dr. William M. Wilson in a car accident, 
was chosen following a national search that 
yielded more than 200 candidates. 

But Virginia Wesleyan had to look no 
further than Mansfield, the quintessential 
gentleman's gentleman, to fill the post. He 
assumed responsibilities on a full-time basis 
last month. 

It's not the first Ume that the history 
professor and prominent local historian has 
served in the position. Twenty-five years 
ago, while still a fresh-faced assistant 
professor at Uie college, he served as acting 
academic dean from, August 1970 to July 
1971 while a search was under way to fill 
the position. 

One might say that Mansfield, the author 
Of "Princess Anne County and Virginia 
Beach: A Pictorial History," has come full 
circle. He can readily recall the day some 
28 years ago when he first saw the campus 
of the up-and-coming Methodist college. It 
was still in its second year, and he was 
finishing up his doctorate at the University 
of Virginia. 

"It was a very foggy day," he smiled, 
indicating a keen intuitiveness to his 
surroundings and penchant for detail. "It was 
very exciring to be a part of it (Virginia 
Wesleyan) from almost the beginning." 

Mansfield, S3, achieved the rank of full 
professor in 1980. Along the way, his 
administrative responsibilities included 
chairing the Division of Social Sciences. 
directing and editing three institutional self- 
studies, coordinating the MacArthur 
Scholarship program and serving on 
numerous college committees. In 1992, he 
was selected to receive a grant from the 
Division of Higher Education of the General 
Board of Higher Education of the United 
Methodist Church recognizing his exemplary 
teaching. 

No doubt the transition from classroom to 
administrative office has been a challenge 
for Mansfield, who admits tq pursuing his 
love of history on family vacations or 
whenever time permits. But don't count on 
him giving up this love just because he'd no 
longer in front of the blackboard. As a 
youngster, he was assigned to do a career 
objectives paper for school. Mansfield 
predicted he would one day be a college 
history professor. 

"I guess I got into a rut early on," he 
grinned. "I supi»sc I was prepared to teach 
on the college level." 

As for history, he stated, "1 can't imagine 
myself living in the past, but talking to older 
people just fascinates me." 

And if he were allowed to go back in time 
just briefly, when would he chosoe? 
Mansfield {»used a moment, drew a breath 
and said. "I suppose the ante-bellum period 
— but it wasn't all moor\lighi and 
mapolias." 

Off campus Mansfield is as committed to 
his community as he is to education. Now 
%erving his second term as president of the 
Princess Anne County-Virginia Beach 
Historical Society, he has been president of 
the Woodstock Elementary School PTA and 
chairman of the Princess Anne County 
Tricentennial Committee. 

He is a trustee of the Virginia United 
Methodist Conference Historical Society 
and attends Community United Methodist 
Church in Virginia Beach, where he serves 
as chairman of the Council on Ministries. 
MansfioM is married to his childhood 
sweetheart, the former Dawn Strom, and the 
couple has two children.

Faroz offers taste of Sufi mastery

Faroz was oom in Western Iran. 
Throughout his childhood he was 
exposed to the traditional and 
mystical music of that area. He 
spent his early adult life studying 
the Dastgah and Raddifs, two of the 
principles of Persian classical 
music. Faroz has performed in 
various Sufi concerts with his 
brothers under the group name 
"Nashin O Faroz," which means 
lows and highs. 

Sufism (Muslim mysticism) 
began to devcbp in the first century 
of Islam. The term Sufi means 
"man of wod." and it was coined in 
the beginning of the ninth century 
as a name for mystics whose ascetic 



practices included wearing simple 
garments of coarse wool, or Suf. 
Soon the term came to describe all 
mystics, whether or not they 
followed ascetic practices. 

In the Sufi tradition, the most 
commonly played instruments are 
the tambur. setar. nay and daff. 
Faroz will use the following 
instruments during his performance: 
The tambur is a string instrument 
from tysphoon (western Iran) used 
by Ahle-Hagh (a sect of sufis in 
Western Iran) to achieve ecstasy or 
spiritual transcendence. Many of 
today's string instruments are 
descendants of the tambur, such as 
the Greek pandura, setar, sitar, tar 
and guitar. Tar is the Persian word 
for string.

Find the right generai 
contractor for spring 
improvement projects 



If you plan to hire help for your 
spring home improvement project, 
here are some advice and warn- 
ings from Virginia Cooperative 
Extension about woricing with a 
general contractor. 

Checlc to see if the general 
contractor has a license or regis- 
tration, Virginia Tech specialist 
Irene E. Leech said. 

The Virginia Board of Contrac- 
tors provides license or registra- 
tion service for general contrac- 
tors, but does not do any skill 
testing. 

The regulating indicates that 
the contractor has met standards 
established by the board about the 
character, icnowiedge and skills 
necessary to practice without 
harming the public. 

Any contractor who undertakes 
a project valued at $40,000 or 
more is required to have a valid 
Class A license issued by the 
board. 

Any contractor who undertakes 
a project valued at $1,500 or 
more, but less than $40,000, must 
have a valid Class B license. 

It does not require that the con- 
tractor demonstrate specific 
knowledge or skills, only that 
there is information about the lo- 
cation, nature and operation of 
the business. 

The Virginia Department of 
Housing and Community Devel- 
opment tests plumbing and elec- 
trical skills. 

Check references to be sure the 
contractor has the skills and abil- 
ity to do the project. 

A homeowner who hires some- 
one for a project should ask for 
and check references, said Leech. 

"You want to be sure they will 
not be learning on the job," she 
said. "Ask to see a sample of a 
completed project." 

Talk to others who have hired 
the conuactor and ask if there 
were any problems or concerns. 

Call the local Better Business 
Bureau to sec if there have been 
any complaints against the con- 
tractor. Or call tlK BoaM of Con- 
tractors and ask if there^ have 
been complaints. 

Don't pay the full cost before 
the work is finished. 

Before the contractor is hired, 
the hom«)wner should get at least 



two, but preferably three, bids es- 
timating Uie cost of the job. 

Be cautious about paying too 
much of the cost at the beginning 
of a project. 

The common practice is to pay 
about a third of the cost at the 
beginning, about a third to half 
when it is almost Finished and the 
final payment when the proj«:t is 
completed or passes a building 
code inspection. 

"Consumers might withhold a 
little fnmi the final payment to 
pay after the final finishing 
touches are completed," said He- 
len Savage, who represented the 
Virginia Citizens Consumer 
Council on the Board of Contrac- 
ton. 

"There often are a few details 
that should be worked on after the 
job is in use." 

Have a clear and specific con- 
tract. 

Try to be specific about the 
whole project and write it out, 
said Savage. If the homeowner 
wants a special material or color, 
that should be listed in the con- 
tract. 

"Many complaints to the board 
are disputes about differing ex- 
pectations between the home- 
owner and the contractor," Sav- 
age said. 

Contractors are required to 
have a written contract on jobs 
that are valued at more than 
$1,500, except for routine main- 
tenance, service contracts or sub- 
contracts to the contracting party. 

If it is a big project. Savage 
suggested that the contract have 
an arbitration clause. If there is a 
dispute it is easier to resolve by 
going to a panel than to the court 
system. 

If there is a dispute, the Board 
of Contractors can only discipline 
the contractor by imposing a fine 
or by suspending or revoking the 
license. 

The board cannot order the con- 
tractor to give money back, pay 
restitution or redo the work. Only 
(ttt courts can take such actions. 
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Perseverance pays off again

Beach students 
put brains to 
test during annual 
Odyssey challenge

It's the thought that counts. 

That's what 87 teams from 37 
area schools learned last weekend 
during the annual Tidewater Region 
Odyssey of the Mind Tournament, 
held at Oscar Smith High School in 
OKsapeskt. 

The students, grouped in three 
divisions — elementary, middle, 
and high school age — learned how 
to use creativity, teamwoiic and 
perseverance to solve short- and 
long-term problems in the 
competition. The winners will go 
on to compete in the Virginia State 
Tournament to be held in Roanoke 
on April 27. 

The youths have been preparing 
for the competition all year. Bill 
Wagner, Tidewater Region co- 
director for Odyssey of the Mind 
and a middle school science teacher 
at Cape Henry Collegiate School in 
Virginia Beach, explained why. 

"I think they do it because there's 
a certain percent of kids that find it 
intriguing, they fmd it a challenge," 
said Wagner. "They know they're

' not being limited. Tliey know they 
can use their own creativity to find 
•answers. Sometimes its a social 
thing — there are social aspects to 
it, and it's also a bonding 
experience for a lot of them." 

Some of the competing teams 
have been together for five or eight 
years. Others, like the ^oup from 
Occohannock Elementary School 
on the Eastern Shore, competed 
together for the first time last 
weekend. 

"I think this teaches them so 
much more than just finding a 
solution to a problem," said 
Wagner. "They have a challenge to 
work through a problem. They ha\^ 
a challenge to work together and 
count on each other." 

Although the teams select from 
the same list of long- and short- 
term problems to solve, no two 
solutions are alike, because each 
team comes up with its own 
creative solution. It's the thought 
that counts. 

Odyssey of the Mind was 
first envisioned by Sam Micklus, a 
structural engineer with a technical 
background who was also a teacher. 

"One way he liked to teach 
students was to give them a 
problem to solve," said Wagner. 
"It's the process of solving the 
problem that's the important thing, 
and learning how to work together, 
learning how to break a large 
problem down into smaller one, and 
find strengths of individual team 
members using higher thinking 



skills — or critical thinking as a 
buzzword we teachers like to use." 

During the competition, the 
teams present their long-term 
problems to the judges and an 
audience. Five to seven team 
members present the solution under 
a time-limit. Materials used cannot 
exceed $100. 

They are judged on the 
effectiveness of the solution to the 
long-term problem and the style of 
the solution and its overall effect. 

On competition day, the teams 
are also given a short-term problem 
to solve. Until they walk into the 
judging room, they do not know 
what the problem is. They then 
have a limited amount of time to 
come up with a solution. 

"nic judges, between 70 and 100 
trained volunteers, are crucial to the 
competition. 

"1 think most of them enjoy 
working with kids." Wagner noted. 
"Most of diem are teachers that take 
the time over the weekend to come 
and see the some of the same kids 
they've been seeing all week. They 
like flie excitement of working with 
them, too." 

Each team also has a coach and 
assistant coach. They are not 
allowed to give the students 
answers to the problems, but are 
sfficdy there to moderate as needed. 

One team from Portsmouth 
was particularly enthusiastic as they 
completed their long-teim problem 
by performing a skit. Afterward. 
they gathered around their coach on 
the gymnasium bleachers. 

"These kids ac the type of kids 
that OTjoy the challenge." said Mary 
Jo Smithwick, coach of the 
Douglass Park Elementary School 
team of third-, fourth- and fifth- 
graders. "Odyssey of the Mind is a 
really creative program and we 
wanted to see if we could make the 
challenge, and I think they really 
did." 

Destiny Respess, a seventh-grader 
at Western Branch Middle School, 
said she got involved in the 
Ingram for a different reason. 

"It was something to do with my 
time," said Respess. "It's real fun. I 
get to do a cooking show^ for the 
project, and that's what I want to 
dow when I grow up." 

There were different approaches to 
solving the problems. Some of 
them, like Douglass Park and 
Western Branch Middle, required 
skits or performances to relay the 
answer. 

One problem, however, requires a 
technical approach. 

Wagner said there is a deviation 
from it every year, but it is always 
the same basic problem involving a 
balsa wood structure weighing 18 
grams, or just over half an ounce. 

This year, the problem is called 
"Crunch." 

The structure is brought to the 
competition, where weights are 
placed upon it. In previous 
competitions, where "weight only" 
was the challenge, some withstood 
1.700 to 1.800 pounds. 

Once the eight-inch tall structure 
can hold as much weight as 
possible, it is bombarded with 
billiard balls rolled down a four-foot 
ramp. 

Teams build several structures 
before competition day, looking for 
the best solution to the challenge. 

Well, it's the thought that 
counts.

Funding full schools budget 
would mean Increased taxes

The school hcmd has submitt^ a 
budget for the 1996-97 fiscal year 
that, said City Mxca^u James K. 
Spore, would require an incrette of 
seven or eight cents on the real 
e^Os tax rate to fund fully. 

The budget, approved by the 
school board on March 19, was 
prewnted to city council at a vrark 
session Tuesday with a cover tetter 
fipoin SupamtendoA of Sdioob Dr. 
Timwhy R. Jenney. 

Jenney said that through the 
budget the school sy^tn "sought 
to re-estabiish the basic foundation 
of fiscal prudence and integrity in 
the finances of the school division. 
Funding of this budget will 
establish the foundation of quality 
{xiblic education fOT the chikben of 
Virginia Beach." 

The $400,934,889 budget is 
11.88 percent more than the 199S-96 
budget, which at $358,365,490 is 
$7.488385 over the estimate. 

For the first lime sioce 1991-92 
the budget shows the city 
contributing a higho' percental of 
the overall budget thw the state — 
5.58 percent against the state's 
42.05 percent, although the state's 
contribution is higher at 
$168,601,330 than the current 
year's contribution. The city is 
being asked to contribute 
$182,731,714. 

The last time the city's 
contribution was higher than the 
state contribution was in 1991-92 
when a the city's contribution 
amounted to 44.42 percent and the

How much of the school board 
budget will be included in the city's 
operating budget will be revealed 
next Tuesday when the city will 
present both its proposed capital 
and opoating budgets. 

When councilwoman Barbara 
Hoiley adced how much the school 
boaid's request woukl cost in terms 
of the Ox rate, Sp(»e replied %ven 
(s eight coits more in the tax rate. 

Jenney pointed out that the 
budget contains no new initiatives 
and a limited number of expanded 
programs, such as the K-3 class 
size reduction program, the Kemps 
Landing Magnet School, the 
International Baccalaureate Program 
and the math/science magnet 
program. 

The budget asks for a two percent 
gei^ral salary increase and a step 
increase fa eligible employees. 

This is the first budget that has 
been prepared since the $12.1 
million school deficit was 
discovered last year and some of the 
board nt^nbos whose names ^}ear 
on the document have already 
announced their resignations. A 
special grand jury called to 
investigate the deficit recommended 
the resignations of seven of the 
school board members. 

The budget was prepared by Dr. 
James L. Pughsley, interim 
superintendent (through Feb. 9, 
1996) — he has resigned — and Dr 
Donald A. Peccia, associate 
superintendent. Mordecai Smith, 
former budget director who was 
placed on paid leave when the 



deficit {Hoblems surfaced and later 
reinstated by the school board in the 
budget department, has since 
anfK}unced his resignation at the 
request of the scho(d board. 

The budget review, signed by 
June T. Kemuu, the school brard 
chairman who has announced her 
resignation, places emphasis on the 
need to fully fund the budget "to 
"reestablish the basic foundation of 
fiscal prudence in the school 
diviskn." 

The review states that the 1995- 
96 budget undcrbudgeted positions 
services and programs. More than

school board in the 1995-96 budget 
could not be staffed because 
sufficient funds were not budgeted 
or woe undeibudgeted. 

The budget review notes that 
monies were not budgeted to staff 
88 teaching positions, 40.5 teacher 
assistant positions and 54 bus 
driver/bus assistant positions. 

The budget anticipates that 
federal revenues for 1996-97 will 
decrease by approximately 
$5,768,033 because of cutbacks in 
impact aid. At the same time an 
increase of $11,508,531 in state

The review refera to thc''gap 
between what other communities 
are funding for public education on 
a pa- piq)il \xsis and whtt Virginia 
Bea;h is funding per pupils for 
public ethication. The estimated per 
pupil cost in Virginia Beach f« the 
1996-97 fiscal year will be $5,299, 
a little more than the state average. 

Tlie budget aiMicipates a growth 
in student population of between 
700 and 1,000 students for an 
average daily membership of 
75,653 stu(tents. 

The pn^wsed budget looks for an 
increase of 71 - 75 positions after 
the elimination of IS school bus 
drivers, five bus assistants, three 
positions in the administration, 
attendance and health category, the 
addition of one position in the 
operations and maintenance 
category and the addition of 93.75 
positions in the instruction 
category. 

Funds are also budgeted to 
continue to implement some of the 
recommendations of the Peat 
Marwick audit report-the staffing 
and reclassification of a preaudit 
clerk position to an accountant 
position who will primarily focus 
on grants accounting, a position- 
control specialist on a full-time 
basis and a budget assistant who 
will monitor and assist in the 
developmait of future budgets. 



Environmental network gets down and dirty 



Massive cleanup 
efforts yield 
major results

Seven hundred tires. Old appU- 
ances. Roofing materials. House- 
hold garbage. Enough parts to put 
together a fleet of cars. Brokoi 
bottles. Empty soda cans. 

And sufficient building mal^- 
als to construct a house or two — 
kitchen sink included! 

It wasn't a pretty sight when 
dozens of environmentally-con- 
scious volunteers descended on 
the banks of the North Landing 
River last Saturday to clean up a 
mess that would make Mother 
Nature c^ But what man had 
wrought over the course of 20 
years, the volunteen were ready 
to undo. . 

Garbed in their "grungies" with 
sturdy workboots and protective 
gloves were members of the 
Tidewater Environmental Net- 
work, a coalition of groups that 
has bran wtnting smce January to 
remove tons of debris and trash 
from the Chesq)eake side of the 
river. By du^ Saturday, their ef- 
forts were complete. 

"Several different groups had 
looked at the site over the years 
and were interested it But it was 



well beyond any of their individ- 
1^ cqnUlities," said Mary Hein- 
richt. qwk^person (ca the Tide- 
water Environmental Network. 
'We all started talking to the 
own^s — The Nature Conser- 
vancy — who fuially introduced 
everybody." 

Mftny organizations were 
ready to take up the cause, each 
with different reasons but one 
common goal: making sure the

site witi never again be used as a 
dump ground. 

Some members of Chesa- 
peake's Pocaty Hunt Club live 
near the site, located on several 
acres at the foot of the North 
Landing Bridge. Others, like Beth 
Reader of Kellam High School's 
Environmental Club, were con- 
cerned about (Heserving the land 
f<x future goioations. 



Still others, like Sam Lindblon 
of The Nature Conso-vancy, make 
Vaai st^ardship their missicHi. 

"Our interest in this was two- 
fold," said Lindblon, clad in 
heavy leather gloves as he todc a 
heak from unloading a truckload 
of debris onto an ever-growing 
pile. " 

"We wanted to get the site 
clewed up for obvious reasons, 
since we own this as a nature pre- 
serve for rare species that exist 
here. We also wanted to establish 
a network of local people who 
have an emotional tie to tiK pre- 
serve. We're in Charlottesville, so 
we can't come down here on a 
day-to-day basis ana see what's 
going on;" 

It's folks like Rodney Miller of 
the Pocaty Hunt Club who will 
ensure that once the land is 
clean, it will stay clean. 

"We've been here just about 
forever." he sighed, looking at the 
mess about him. "All the land ad- 
jacent to The Nature Conser- 
vancy's property is in die fomily; 
we grew up on it We have a 
community interest in seeing it 
cleaned up. I mean, dump sites 
just aren't annealing anywhere." 

Dan Baxter, vice-chairman of 
the Virginia Beach Clean Com- 
munity Commission and 
spokesman for Clean the Bay 
Day, couldn't let the North Land- 
ing site go unattended any longer. 
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Just a stone's throw away from the 
Virginia Beach city line, the 
cleanup was not just a Chesa- 
peake concern. 

Baxter uied to maintain an op- 
timistic outlook as he took inven- 
tory of the amassed refuse. 

"You name it, we've probably 
found it — short of a human 
body," he said humorously. 

"We have found enough parts to 
comfortably build an automobile 
or two; every pat of the house 
you can think of, including the 
fabled kitchen sink; appliances 
and enough furniture to furnish 
several houses; heavy machinery 
parts: asphalt shingles, bricks, 
concrete blocks, drainage pipes. 
Let me just take a look behind 
me here: about nine different 
types of linoleum, drywall mate- 
rial and enough tires on this site 
to run SPSA's tire shredder for an 
entire day." 

Although the volunteers 
remained good natured in their ef- 
forts, it called for a certain 
amount of stoicism as they la- 
beled away. 

The question on everyone's 
mind was simply "Why?" 

Workers struggled for answers 
as their bodies ached under the 
Ufting, heaving, bending and tot- 
ing. 

"For one thing, if it's heavy 
stuff it was easier to bring it here 
and throw it off the tailgate of a 
truck than to take it to a landfill." 
said Miller. "But a lot of this stuff 
here is household items that, if 
you set it by the str^t in Virginia 
Beach or Chesapeake, the city 
will come pick up. The tires, I re- 
ally feel, came frcxn some truck- 
ing firm." 

Reader, a 17-year-old senitv, 
knows firsthand that there are 
plenty of "dirty dcedere" out diere 
too lazy to take their waste to 
lai^lls. 

She's ntx hs|)py about it 

"We live right across the bridge 
there and know people have been 
dumping stuff here for a long 
tinw," she said. 'It's di^usting." 

H« friend, fellow senior and 
17-year-old Sarah Suissa, fcwnd 
the cleanup efforts an enlighten- 
ing experience. 

"I nevo^ kiKw this was out here. 
But it makes you feel better about 
it now — mm tittt fm'tt ctemmg 
iti^."

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A crying sha^e 

As a parent, few things tug at tlie heartstring 
more than your child running to you with 
tears In his or her eyes from a "boo-boo." 

As a parent, few things will soften the heart 
more than to creep into your children's room 
at night and watch them sleep the sleep of 
innocence. 

As a parent, few things can touch the 
wonder and awe that comes from watching 
the birth of your child. » 

As a parent, few things come close to the 
sweet smell of your child after a bath. 

As a parent, few things match being a parent 
— a parent in love with their child. Many 
people have become hardened to the sights of 
war, the shenanigans of poliUcians and the 
other "bad" things happening around the 
world. 

But as callous as we've become, as a parejit 
few things can bring the astwUshment that" 
comes when we read, see -€r hear about 
children being killed or Injured because they 
were "bad." 

As a parent, we cannot understand how 
another parent can physically abuse the ones 
who bring us so much joy and. yes. at times 
even heartache and aggravation. 

Yet almost daily, newspapers and television 
stations report extreme cases of child abuse: a 
mother scalds her child with boiling water 
because the child spilled milk; a father picks 
up his Infant child and shakes him to stop the 
crying — shaking him so hard that death 
occurs from the child's brain being rattled 
and beaten inside the skull — now called 
Shaken Baby Syndrome. Unfortunately, the 
list goes on and on. 

April is National Child Abuse Prevention 
Month. One activity that everyone can become 
involved in. and visually recognize. Is the Blue 
Ribbon Campaign founded in 1991 by a 
Chesapeake grandmother whose 3-year-old 
grandson was murdered by her daughter's 
abusive boyfriend. People are asked to wesg: a 
blue ribbon as a reminder of child abuse. 

We've all seen child abuse occur., Some of us 
might even be guilty, at tlmea, of child abuse. 
Abuse does not necessarily result in physical 
injury or death. Mental abuse is also very 
common. Abuse, in any form, is still abuse. 

The dictionary defines abuse as "to use 
wrongly or improperly to treat, in a harmful, 
injurious or offensive way; to speak 
Insultingly, harshly and unjustly to or about." 
The dictionary lists several other definitions, 
but the one that probably speaks best about 
abuse is "a corrupt or improper practice." 

The Random House College Dictionary also 
says that "abuse Implies an outburst of harsh 
and scathing words against another (often one 
who is defenseless)." 

And what or who can be more defenseless 
than a child? As infants, they rely on parents 
for literally every need. As toddlers they look 
to parents for learning and guidance, often 
imitating everything we do. 

A parent never stops becoming one, no 
matter how old our children become. And 
while parents cannot protect their children 
forever, it is their responsibility to ensure that 
their children arrive at adulthood Intact — 
both physically and mentally. — J.W.B.

France signed an alliance with the 
13 cqtonics in 1779, but it wasn't 
until 1781 that man French naval 
support was given, after much 
pleading of General George 
Washington and the French Marshall, 
General Jean Bqitiste Donatien de 
Vimeur Comte de Rochambeau. 

Washingum had no way to stop the 
ste^y fkmd of supply ships and the 
King's men-of-war into the Boston 
Harbor and since the openingmonths 
of the Revolution, the patriotic cause 
had been hamstrung by Britain's 
absolute control of the seas. His pleas 
for food, clothes and equipment went 
mosdy unanswered by Congress. The 
winter at Valley Forge caused more 
suffering md Ik^ wffi almost lost 
Aftor securing Portsmouth and 
Sufibft and being ordered to fortify 
some point suitabk to command a 
harbor for his Majesty's ships. 
General Charles Comwallis 
entrenched in Yorictown widi its deep 
harbor. He a^zed Yorfctown and 
Gkkicester Point. Aug. 1. 1781 and 
began movili|f' his ''ll^'ftsom" 
Portsmoutfi. / 

Washington was torn between 
trying to take New York or gouig to 
the aid (tf Vffginia. his home stale, at 
Yorictown. But when he received 
wml from de Grasse that he was 
leaving the West Indies and heading 
for Chesqieake Bay with a large fleet 
Old 3,000 French troops and knowing 
that General C(xnwallis's intenticn 
was to completely subdue Virginia 
dn tiius drive a wedge between the 
colonies, Washington begui his 
march (tf 40llnu]es to Yoridown. 

After a frantic call from Geimal 
Ccmiwallis for suiq)ltts and firesh 
tnx^. Admiral Thomas Graves with 
his 19-ship British fleet arrived at the 
mouth (tf the Chesiqieake Bay on 
Sept. 5, 17^ only taflnd Admiral 
Francois Joseph Paul Comte de 
Grasse and his French fleet of 28 tall 
ships blocking the Bay. 

The two fleets mmieuveredfor three 
days, exchffitgirig cannon bdls while 
trying to catch a f avcrable wind. The 
British ships were m<»e powerful but 
the ReiKfa woe bttter marksffioi and 
diey inflided heavy damage on tlw 
British. ApptoumasxAy 600 men, 
none of the Americans, were kiUed in 
diis mcouiler. 

The British fleet finally witiidrew 
to sail back to New York tot repairs. 
This t»ttk was crucial to tl» victory 
at Yoricttwn. Witii the French fkM 
bkxking any reiitf(»c«nents by sea 
and the combined armies of die allies 
ck^ing in bay land, Qmiwallis was 

tiB{^. 

Washington and his troops arriv«i 
in Williamsbi^ on SepL 24 and in 
Yoridown on SepL 28. The might (tf 
the British, a tcMal of 7,300 widi dieir 
best commander, Comwallis, was 
ftially pitted against tlw combined 
forces of the allies, Washingtcm, 
Lafayette, Rochambeau, von

Cto die morning of Oct 17 at 10 
o'clock, a drummer boy in red 
appeared on a parapet of die British

parley. The guns ceased firing, and

Ihies widi a white fl^ nd a Iraer 
£tom General ComwalUs 10 Generd 
Wadiuigton astit^tDUBcabootiains 
fcvsmroider. 

OnOct 19 at2o'ckx:k, die British, 
bedecked in new uniforms isued 
them by Comwallis, marched «it 
between the lines of die ragged 
Amoicans and die sparkling French 
in their cream and silver. 

As dieir band ^yed "The Worid 
Turned UfKide Down" and with lean 
in dieir eyes, diey direw down dieir 
weqions. Their drums were covned 
widi black handkerchiefs and d^ 
fifes were tied widi black ribbms. 

This surrender marked the 
beginning of die end of die American 
Revolution. 

A statue of Admiral de Grasse (a 
gift from France) was erected t^ die 
Virginia Beach Bicentennial 
Commission in 1976. An overlook 
was also constructed so diat visitois 
canstsindand%pkoutova'dieiiKmdi 
of die great Chesapeake Bay and view 
whereon SepL S, 1781, dieBatdeof 
die Virginia Capes was fought, whne 
28 French ships stood against die 19-

J.J. Jusserand, Ambassador of 
France to the United States said, 
"Admiral de Grasse risked more and 
did more for die United States dian 
any angle foreigrwr. By bkickaduig 
the James and York rivers and by 
rqiulsing die Briti^ fle^ ther^ 
preventing its OMnmg to die rdief of 
Lord Comwallis at Yoridown, diis 
I^enchNaval officer beouneapoient 
factor in die establishment of die 
American RepuMic."

Few people have die ability to shape 
yoni^ pet^te's lives betta dian educatcns 
and connaelors — th(»e "in the benches" 
daily working with America's youUi to 
ensure a well-prqpared gow^tion of future 
leaden. 

If this is the case, then Cape Henry 
Collegiate School guidance counselor 
Arloie Ingram is among the best She has 
die aa»lades to show for it. too: flrst as die 
Virginia School Counselors. Association 
1995 Counselor of die Year and now as die 
NationaT Secondary School Counsels of the 
Year tot 1996. 

Ingram, who has called Cape Henry her 
second home since 1976, will accept this 
latest honor April 21 at the National 
Ammcan School Counselor Association 
Convention in Pittsburgh. 

Winning the state recognition,, Ingram 
nfanits, was houv enough. Then she updated 
het entry packet for the national competition 
and put it to die back of her mind. 

"I just figured. 'Here I am in a little 
{vivate school in Virginia Beach. Nationally, 
diat's not ^}ing to compete!' I'd say most 
people in die American School Coun^lors 
Association are im)bably public schools — a 
few indqieadent schools, but not many. But 
I forptf about it; I waai't ready to hang my 
hat on it" 

In die middle of February, an unsuspecting 
Ingram got a phone call saying she'd won an 
award. A busy higram thought she meant a 
free trip to Florida, or some sort of 
Mtrqneneurial scheme. She got ready to 
decline. 

"Then she told me what it was, and I was 
speechless. I'm not often speechless," 
Ingram admitted. 

Finally, die reality of it starting to sink in, 
although it has been a bit difficult for 
Ingram. 

"I don't like to go around tooting my own 
horn, rm not comfortable widi it never have 
been. But people are excited about it (die 
award). What really makes it special for me 
is that it's not for being active in a 
professional organization or something like 
diat, but my actual work he|e. I've put my 
life into this." — 

Eariy on Ingram knew her career would 
probably be in the field of education, 
although u a ht^ school student she 
predicted it would be as a madi or phys ed 
instnictor. 

"What really happened is I went to 
college and didn't majoV in math, but 
physical ediKation. I got out and taught at 
die dd Kempsville High School. I realized 
duu the rebttiaiships I had widi die stiutents 
was somediing I needed to build on," she 
explained. 

Ingram went to work (Mi a master's degree 
in counseling while raising her two young 
children. 

"I rccc^nized diat listening to odier people 
and helping them maybe resolve some of die 
conflicts in their lives was somediing I had 
an interest in. Then I needed to do a 
pracdcum because I wasn't teaching at die 
time." 

Cape Henry, a young, budding school at 
die time, accepted her offer of providing 20 
houn of free counseling time each week. 
Ingram tentatively took her flrst steps in a 
new career. 

"It was hard because it meant coming into 
a worid diat I was unfamiliar widi. One diing 
led to anodier, working into a part-time and 
dien full-time p<»ition. That's how I ended 
up here; it was a challenge." 

Until a few yeai^ ago, Ingram was 
actively involved in the admissions program 
as well, working "dmible duty." But her heart 
was widi the counseling, jKoviding what she 
calls "a siqqxjrt netwnk and safety net for 
diekids.- 

While the young people must ultimately 
choose dw direction didr lives take, Ingram 
plays an important role in providing them 
with Uie tools they need to make the 
choices. 

"I don't take any credit for — and (km't 
want the credit for — good college 
admissions. But I do feel like I have an 
oMigatKM to (k) tilings diat will help diem, 
like widi Junius doing an intoest inventory. 
I wnt d^ to k^w wIk) they are, so I hatKl 
out a lot of qiwstionnaires diat ask, "How do 
pe<^e d^cribe you? How do your tochers 
dNCribe you? What are the difierences?'But 
I d(»t believe diat college has to be die 
next step for ev^body. If dioe's a student 
who wuis snnediing diffovnt. IH woric widi 
duu studett, too."

Williams serves on 
the 'elite of the fleet' 

Son of Chesapeake 
couple stationed 
aboard attack sub

ONBOARD USS 

ALBUQUERQUE — The U.S. 
submarine force is known for 
being the elite of the fleet; a 
reputation earned and sustained 
because of the hard work, skill 
and dedication of its sailors. 

Aravious Williams, son of 
Charles and Lillie Williams of 
Chesapeake, knows this better 
than anyone. Williams, 21, 
stationed onboani the nuclear- 
powered attack submarine USS 
Albuquerque, homeported in New 
London, Conn. 

A seaman. Williams is training 
to become an interior 
communication electrician. They 
install, maintain and repair the 
equipment needed for interior 
communications onboard the 
submarine, such as public address 
systems and interior telephone 
systems and switchboards. 

"It relates to what I was 
studying in college...electronics,'' 
said the 1991 graduate of Deep 
Creek High School. 

Equipped with torpedoes and 
Tomahawk cruise missiles, 
Albuquerque can provide 
surveillance, intelligence, support 
special operations and launch 
missiles at enemy ships or land 
targets. ^Attack submarines also 
act as l^e battlegroup's watchdog, 
using sonar to search for potential 
surface and underwater threats. 

Williams said he completed six 
weeks of submarine training after 
boot camp to qualify for his 
duties, and credits that training 
with his su(xess. 

"I learned many important/ 
things during basic enlist^ 
sulmiarine school," he said. "My 
class earned the 'Best of Basic 
Enlisted Submarine School' 
award. It was based on grades, 
attitudes, neatness and physical 
fitness." 

In the submarine community, 
training never stops. 
Crewmembers must be familiar 
with all the systems onboard the 
submarine, because once 
submerged, the crew has only 
itself to rdy ra in an emergency. 

Submariners must be able to 
handle any crisis which may arise 
on the bott. To ensure they are 
qualified, crewmembers strive to 
earn a submarine warfare pin. 
which resembles a submarine 
Banked by two dolphins. Williams 
wears his 'dol;riiins' with pndc. 

'I eanwd my '(tolphins' in eighi- 



and-a-half months. It was a litde 
difficult not having a technical 
school behind, me," said 
Williams. 

Earning the pin usually takes a 
sailor as long as a year. Williams, 
who has served on providence 
since August 1994, has also 
qualified as helmsman and 
planesman, meaning he is 
qualified for and has driven the 
submarine at sea. 

Although he enjoys the 
camaraderie of the service under 
the sea, that wasn't his reason for 
enlisting. 

"I joined the Navy to dd 
something different," Williams 
explained. "I wanted to see 'what 
life was like, what type of 
lifestyle it would be. Jt's helped 
me discipUoe-wise. and has given 
me a different outlook on life 
itself." 

Williams said his most thrilling 
experiences since the Navy come 
from travel. 

"The most exciting thing I've 
done since I've joined the Navy is 
visit different countries and 
witness other cultures and 
lifestyles." Williams has visited 
Nova Scotia and Scotland, and he 
has earned the Navy's Arctic 
Service Ribbon. 

Williams said he will 
eventually leave the Navy to 
return to college in pursuit of a 
degree in electronic technology 
engineering. He said much of 
what he has learned in the Navy 
can be applied to his future 
outside the Navy. 

"Take pride in your work, pay 
attention to detail and always 
give 110 percent."

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Beach entrepreneurs jammin' with their jelly

Shelyes filled with jars of 
homemade goodies luie the walls in 
two rooms of Vickie ChanKll's 
house. Dainty wicker badcets filled 
with jellies and jams concocted 
from fiiiit grown in her backyard sit 
on worktables waiting to be 
collected by custmners in warch of 
a unique gift. 

Vickie ami John Chsq^U maito 
Vickie's jams, jellies and her 
specialty, cakes-in-a-jar.\frt)m a 
fetching office inside ha Cfeeds 
home. But bdiind all of the bucolic 
charm is a lot of hard work and a 
touching story of how a family 
pulled itself out of a crisis with 
their combined courage, wisdom 
and expertise. 

Like many women, Vickie, 
a Virginia Beach native, yearned for 
a career that would allow her to 
spend time with her children. She'd 
wgrfced for a Norfolk oil company 
btfore die moved to Creeds several 
years ago, and she missed the 
workaday world. She tried 
babysitting for awhile, but a 
'xagedy drove home the need "for 
»mething new in my life." 

"I lost two^babies. late in the 
pregnancy, one year apart from each 
other," Vickie said. "The second 
one was a litde girl who was bom 
after six months, and I'd just lost a 
little boy the year before. She was 
alive when she was first bom, and 1 
heard her cry and saw her. she was 
so cute. But we go to church, and 
we believe that these babies are 
OK." Vickie continued. 

She credits "prayer" and the 
bisiness. which she refers to as her 
"grace." with helping her deal with 
her grief. And, she praises her 
mother, who gave her the idea to 
open "Vickie's Jelly Jar" because 
she sensed her daughta''s need its a 
new occupation. 

"I was just so devastated." Vickie 
said. "Then my mother called one 
night uid said Tve got the cutest 
idea.' It was just what I needed, and 
I got started on it right away. 
Thank God for moms.' She also 
credits both hw mother and mother- 
in-law with sharing their family 
cooking secrets with her. 

She'd always made homemade 
jellies from family recipes that were 
passed down to her, and she'd often 
given them as Christmas presents. 
Her pound cake, made from her 
mother-in-law's recipe, is dubbed 
"Old-Fashioned Pound Cake by 
Sarah" to honor that lady, who died 
last month. Vickie's fust step was 
to acquire the necessary permits to 
run a home-based business and cook 
foods for sale. 

Then, with John's help, she 
began gathering pecans, 
scup^mongs and other fruits from 
her backyard, searching wholesale 
markets for items she couldn't raise 
herself and figuring out how to 
maricetherptxluct 

"I had woriced in busings before, 
so I figured I could do this," Vickie 
said. "Then, the first show we did, 
my customers were helping me 
make change because I was used to 
dealing with $1,000 in the oil 
business and acA small amounts of 
money." 

Now, she worics about 40 
houn a week making jams and 
jellies frtxn a variety of fruits and 
pq^rs. but sIk refers to the pecan, 
hot jatepeno and garlic jellies as her 
"specialties." Although she's 
willing to share a lot of her 
cooking tifs. ^ guards tte recipes 
for these jellies, which she and 
John devd(^)ed. jealously. 

"They're ow seem recipes," she 
said. "Nc*ody else knows them." 

John will tell you that they use 
1. 000 pounds of pecans each year. 
Last year, they depleted the supply 



from their eight trees and had to 
order some. Shelling all of those 
pecans and pieparing the fresh fruits 
for cooking "is very labor- 
intensive," he added, so they take 
the pecans to the Farmer's Market 
"to be cracked" which makes the 
shelling easter. 

During the busy season, John pnd 
tte couple's two sons. John and 
Wesley, settle tot sandwiches for 
dinner because Vickie's using the 
stove from 6 a.m. until after 
nightfall. 

"A lot of people think we're big 
manufacturers and have many 
^ves." she said: "Inaead. we use 
our own stove, but we wear them 
out reaUy fast. When I do my 
cakes, I use the stove day and 
night" 

She bakes the pound and apple 
rum cakes , which have a shelf life 
of a year, in a jar using the recipes 
she got from her mother and 
mother-in-law. Iliese cakes, she 
added, are sometimes the subject of 
a little friendly rivalry between her 
andJ(rtin. 

"We decided to bring in a recipe 
from each family," she said. 
"Sometimes at a show we'll start 
competing to see whose Mom's 
recipe is selling better." 

Vickie and John developed 
the business "one customer at a 
time" by attending shows and 
marketitig their products in 
specialty shops. They also sell 
custom-made gift baskets, crates 
and salt-wd-pepper shakers filled 
with goodies to individuals. They're 
interested in getting into the mail 
order business, but Vickie says they 
don't want -la gel onto mass 
production. 

"We're trying to go slow," she 
said. "We don't want to get into the 
grocery store chains and we don't 
want anybody to come and take us 
ovCT because this is ours." 

Vickie adds that she's not a real 
aggressive salesperson, but she's 
still very serious about her work. 
While she enjoys being at home 
whoi John and Wesley gets home 
from school, she admits that 
working at home can get Hying. 

"The kids are always coming in 
and out wanting to borrow 
everything," she said. "This isn't a 
business to them, but I've very 
serious about it." Still, both John 
• and the boys reap the benefits from 
her home-cooking. 

"John is my taster when we do 
shows," she said. "He enjoys that, 
and we give the boys the leftovers, 
like if any cakes fall. They keep 
nmning in asking if any cakes have 
fallen." 

Unfortunately for the kids, that 
doesn't hap^pen very often anymore 
because Vickie's perfected her 
coddng techniques to the point that 
^'s almost firee of mishaps.

Think water-wise this 
spring when gardening 

Spring is just around the comer, thinning shrubs and controlling 
and the Hampton Roads Water weeks and pests. Prune plants only 
Efficiency Team (HR WET) would when necessary; shearing promotes 
like to atert the region's residents water-demanding new growth, 
about a few simple steps and Water lawns in the morning and

planting gardens and tending lawns. 

Several water-wise landscaping 
tips tips can help citizens achieve 
attractive yards and healdiy gardens 
while practicing waia efficiency: 

■ Planning and Design — Zone 
gardens into areas of high, modoate 
and drought tolerant water use. Use 
plants native to our area, as they 
have lower water requirements, few 
pest problems and need less 
fertilizer than many imported 
plants. Use decks and walkways as 
part of the design. 

■ Soil Improvement — Soil 
analysis can determine soil additives 
needed to improve water-hold|ng 
capabilities; organic matt^ addedp 
soils can boost nutrient content. 

■ Practical Turf Area Use — 
Turf requires more water and 
maintenance than any other part of 
the landscape. Replace infrequently 
used turf with mulched planting 
beds or drought-resistant tiuf grass. 
Also allowing the grass to grow 
1 1/2 to 2 inches taller protects the 
roots from the sun. 

■ ApprojMiate Plant Selection — 
Consider growth rates, mature size 
and temperature tolerances. The best 
time to plant is during cooler 
weadio". Plants that are established 
in the winter and early spring have 
strong root systems which help 
tlKm perform during the summo'. 

■ Use of Mulches — Mulches 
help to retain moisttae, reduce weed 
growth, cool soil and slow oosion. 
Use organic, non-matting mulches. 

■ Appropriate Maintenance — 
Keep plants healthy; healthy plants 
use less nitrogen. Avoid plant 
stress by properly mowing grass.

Every keen home gardener has, 
I'm sure, a collection of tools and 
equipment — items that are his or 
her nearly constant companions in 
the garden. Lately I've found my- 
self assessing the implements that 
1 use the most and that bring 
pleasure and convenience to tend- 
ing my garden. 

At the top of the list is a large 
flat-bottomed wheelbarrow. I use 
it to mix mulches and potting 
blends, for moving plants, flats 
and pots, for shifting bdes of peat 
from truck to garden shed, and for 
transporting finished compost to 
garden plots. 

As I make routine maintenance 
rounds through the garden, the 
wheelbarrow is my carry-all. Into 
it go stakes and ties, a hand claw 
cultivator and hand pruners, a 
basket for compost weeds and 
trimmings, and a bucket for mate- 
rial to be trashed such as diseased 
or insect-infested leaves and 
shoots. 

The only improvement 1 could 
wish for in the wheelbanow would 
be a bar handle instead of two 
hand grips, so that I could pull it 
with one hand. One day, I'll treat 
myself to a cart-type barrow. 

A tool I use at almost every 
gardening session is a long-han- 
dled garden shovel witt a sharp 
round blade edge. With it I slice 
through and shovel out finished 
compost, mix compost and fertil- 
izer into the soil, dig boles, turn 
under green manure cover crops 
such as fall rye, chop up clods of 
earth, and divide perennial 
clumps. I even find my shovel 
works better for putting a fresh 
edge on the lawn that the half- 
moon edger I have. 

I use a long-handled sp»Ung 
fork fa turning the a)np»t {mIk, 



as the tines pierce the heap's lay- 
ers easily. This is the tool I use 
also for lifting root crops and dig- 
ging difficult weedy plants. This 
past spring, for example, two 
patches of bishop's weed (Aego- 
podium) and my long-handled 
garden fork have become rather 
intimate companions. Q 

The long handles on these tools 
are essential, in my view, for the 
care and preservation of the gar- 
dener's back. They give an added 
leverage that reduces consi- 
derably the energy required in 
working with the tool. 

My steel garden rake is an in- 
dispensable tool for leveling seed 
beds and clearing their surfaces of 
clods and debris. I use this rake to 
form raise beds and smooth gar- 
den pathways, and to refresh the 
bark mulch cover on the boule- 
vard bank. My metal fan take is 
light and springy, ideal for lifting 
leaves and other light materials 
from the lawn and other surfaces 
in the garden. 

Another favorite long-handled 
tool is a standard square-bladed 
hoe, which I use for hilling soil up 
around plants such as potatoes 
and com, and for tamping down 
the sloping sides of raised beds. I 
use a ccnner of the blaik to make 
seed furrows, the edge to pull the 
soil over ttw seeds, and the flat of 
the blade to press the soil into 
firm contact with the seeds. 

Such a hoe is a pleasure to 
work widi especially if its outside 
edge is frequently sharpened widi 
an 8- to 10-inch mill file. 

I've begun using a sharp-et^ed 
scuffle hoe to uproot unwanted 



growth in my sawdust-covered 
garden pathways. For several 
years the paths remained weed- 
less. But now the sawdust q>pears 
to have mellowed sufficiency to 
allow growth that was suppressed 
before. The scuffle hoe I have 
holds a flat, broadly curved blade 
that is pushed along just beneath 
the surface to slice off weeds. 

Among the small hand tools I 
have known and loved I am most 
strongly bonded to my Felco hand 
pruners, the only pair I've owned 
that has lasted in good working 
order through several years of 
hard use. And since I bought my- 
self a long-handled (18-inch) 
claw cultivator I would hevo' go 
back to using the shorter-handled 
versions. This is the tool I use 
roost for loosening weeds and cul- 
tivating closely around plants. 

F<x lifting out tap-rooted weeds 
in the garden and for weeds in 
tight places such as betwMU 
rocks and paving stones, my fa- 
ther's old dandelion weeder is 
very handy. It's a screwdrivo-Uke 
tool with a sharply forked blade 
end.

Beach native awarded research

The fifth-graders are busily 
painting small wooden decoys, 
working at ubles crowded with 
paint brushes, jars, and the decoys. 

But the children are too excited 
by their projects to mind the 
crowding or the mess. Each one is 
aiming to turn his or her duck into 
something special. 

Spme are trying to make their 
decoys look just like one of several 
species of waterfowl pictured on a 
chart in the front of the classroom. 
Others are aiming for creativity. 

"This duck is my own creation," 
Emanuel Gregg, 11, said. Gregg, a 
student at Seatack Elementaty 
School, is participating in an 
environmental education program 
conducted by the Back Bay 
Restoration Foundation. 

"We're going to see all different 
colors here today," said Steve 
Vinson, the foundation's executive 
director, who^s leading the program. 
"I lean more toward the realistic, 
but these are your own ducks to 
paint like you like." Vinson allows 
the children to use their 
imagination while painting the 
decoys. But his real aim, he said, is 
to teach them some hard scientific 
facts about the Back Bay watershed. 

"We're trying to get students to 
know that there is a Back Bay." 
Vinson said, "and to know that 
what they do affects it. We're also 
trying to teach them what a wetland 
is. that it's not an ugly, gooy mess 
like some people think." 

Vinson has taken his 
environmental awareness program, 
which includes a slide presentation, 
into elementary schools across the 
Back Bay watershed this academic 
year. He first woiiced as a volunteer 



before he accepted the job as 
executive director of the foundation 
last month. 

Although serving as the only 
staff person of a volunteer 
conservation group is a new 
ballgame for Vinson, working .with 
kids isn't He's also a pediatrician, 
and he said he brings the same basic 
philosophy to his environmental 
work that he applies as a physician 
at King's Daughters Chitdrens' 
Hospital. 

"I think education and prevention 
are very cost-effective," he said. 
"An ounce of prevention is worth a 
pound of cure. That's true with life 
in general, but it's especially true 
for the environment. It's easy to 
prevent an oil spill and so hard to 
clean one up." 

Education aimed at changing 
habits and making young people 
and their parents more earth-friendly 
is becoming the foundation's 
primary focus, Vinson continued. 

This school year, the group 
received a $1,300 grant from the 
Virginia Environmental 
Endowment to cover the costs of 
decoys and paints for students 
unable to pay for them. Now. 
Vinson's working on another 
program "to educate homeowners 
about non-point source pollution, 
» which is really the biggest source 
of pollution in Back Bay." 

That program, which is still in 
its planning stages, will also be 
conducted in the schools, Vinson 
said. He hopes that the children will 
educate their parents about how to 
minimize residential run-off into 
the watershed. 

In past years, the foundations' 
members conducted educational 
programs under grants from the 
endowment and from the Junior

League. But working with the kids 
is just one of Vinson's jobs as 
executive director. In between 
dispensing paints and admiring the 
Hnished products, Vinson reminded 
the fifth-graders at Seatack that he 
had to leave soon "to do my water 
testing." 

He spent the rest of that 
afternoon taking water samples 
from Back Bay and several of its 
tributaries in order to test for 
nutrients and other pollutants. The 
foundation also conducts hands-on 
projects including grass plantings 
in the bay, and the ,micmb(Brs build 
and maintain nests for osprey and 
other waterfowl. 

"I'm trying to make the switch 
medicine into the 
environmental field." Vinson

explained. Working with kids 
seems to help him bridge that gap. 
and he said he's "pleased with the 
response" he's seen from the 
schoolchildren. 

And these fifth-graders seem 
pleased with the program. "I wish 
we could do this everyday for 
science, don't you?" one Hide giri 
whispered to a classmate. 

"I've learned that all of that 
pollution goes into Back Bay," 
another girl said. "And we've 
learned about the animals around 
Back Bay, like the ducks, snakes 
and horses," a boy added ^ 

"They all seem to be having a 
good time," agreed teacher Patrick 
Ryan. "And we've (tone a section on 
communities and populations, so 
this relates to that."

Virginia Beach native and senior 
chemistry major at Norfolk State 
University Tamara Jones has been 
awarded a research and teaching 
fellowship at the University of 
North Carolina in Chapel Hill, 
N.C., for $80,000 and an $18,000 
Hoeshst Celanese Fellowship for 
outstanding academic record and 
research promise as a student at 
Norf'olk State. 

Both fellowships will fund her 
five-year doctor of philosophy 
degree in the synthesis and analysis 
of polymers at the University of 
North Carolina. 

Jones, 21, is a 1992 honor 
graduate of Salem High School in 
Virginia Beach. She is enrolled in 
the Norfolk State University 
Dozoretz National Institute for 
Minorities in Applied Sciences

A team of three students from 
Cape Henry Collegiate School in 
Virginia Beach was chosen as 
one of 48 semifinalist teams in 
the 1996 Toshiba/NSTA 
ExploraVision Awards Program, 
the world's largest K-12 student 
science competition. The teams 
were chosen from more than 
5,300 entries which describe 
students' visions of how a current 
technology might exist 20 years 
in the future. 

Third-graders DaVid VanDeveer 
IV, Amy Hruska and Lauren 
Bertolina envisioned a future 
technology called the Pop-Up 
Life Guard. A self-acitivating 
device releases helium gas from a 
tank on a swimmer's back into 
tubes sewn into the bathing suit. 
Pushing a button turns the 
swimsuit into a floatation device. 
The team's teacher-advisor is 
Janet Holden. 

Now in its fourth year, the 
Toshiba/NSTA (National Science

"I wasn't one of tfaos^ people 
who got hysterical screaming, 
'Why me? Why me?' I just' 
figured, "Let's get it over with." 

Fortunately, Busciglio didn't 
learn until years after she beat 
cancer that the surgeon esti- 
mated she'd survive only two 
years. 

But she doesn't listen to the 
n^ysayers and hopes others 
won't either. 

"There are some people who 
still sort of sit back and think, 
'Well, this is meant to be.' 
And it's incredible to me that 
there are ^11 people who have 
symptoms of cancer and won't 
go to the doctor." 

For her efforts on behalf of 



the American Cancer Society. 
Busciglio is the recipient of 
many honors. They include the 
1992 Volunteer of the Year 
Award, the Commitment to 
the Cure Award and the 1995 
Division Crusade Award for 
Merit.

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Basketball great shares insight with Beach youths on, off court

Larry Chapman wasn't loo 
thrilled at first with the prospect of 
going to Bayside Middle School 
last Thursday nigliL 

He goes tfane every Thursday to 
play ba^tball. but laist wedc was a 
little bit diffmeot — and he was 
skeplicaL 

Fanner NBA badcetball star Wali 
Jones «ras going to be there. 

"When they first said he was 
gonna be out here, I really didnl 
want to do it, I jim wanted to play 
basketball. But it's ^. I'm glad 
I'm doing it." said Chapman. 

He is one of about SO males, age 
13 to 22. who live in Northridge, 
Princeton Lakes and Williams 
Village communities. They are part 
of a program sponsored by 
Communities Actim Resource and 
Empowerment (CARE) and the 
Virginia Beach Department of 
Housing and Neighborhood 
Prraervation. 

"Some of these kids in here — 
we need to be taught how to work 
together," Chapman explained. 
"Instead of fighting all the time, we 
need to learn how to work as a 
team. It's fun at ihe same time." 

The evening began with a 
videotape presented by Jones, 
followed by stretching and some 
basketball drills. Later, they broke 
into two half-court basketball 
games, ending the evening with a 
discussion. 

"A lot of these youths have been 
in trouble," said Malissia Lee, 
housing program supervisor with 



the Virginia Beach Department of 
Housing and Neighborhood 
Preservation, as she watched the 
young men watching Jones. 

"One day the police and the 
residents was complaining about 
the kids hanging out in the street. I 
went to the kids, the their leader, 
and they were complaining about 
the police and the residents, and I 
»id. "Let's talk." 

They told Lee they were "hanging 
oat" in the neighborhood because 
"there's nothing lo do." 

"I asked them if I promised to 
start doing activities for them to 
give diem nxnething to do, would 
they stop hanging out and getting 
into trouble? Tliey promised they 
would. We made a written 
agreement. When they get in 
trouble, they have to do community 
service — work of my choosing." 
she e]q>lained. 

Lee said she thinks the program 
will work. 

"Hopefully, with the majority," 
she noted. "I want 100 percent 
success, but reality tells me that 
probably won't happen." 

Now, every Thursday night since 
November, a bus picks up the 
young men from th^ir 
neighborhoods. They play 
basketball at Bayside Middle School 
for a few hours. But it isn't all fun 
and games. 

During this time, they also have 
a meeting with Lee and other adults 
involved in the program. 

"We lake time to talk about some 
of their concerns," said Lee. "I they 
have jobs, we talk about that. If 



they have problems, we talk about 
dxKe, and tlw mentors some in here 
and ^nd a lot of time with them. 
We do a lot of things on 
Thursdays." 

Jones, executive director of 
training for Youth Services 
Corporation, was brought in last 
week as a consultant on human 
devetopment training. 

He works with several 
Richmond-based groups and 
journeyed down lo Virginia Beach 
to spend some time with the CARE 
group. He plans to make other trips 
as piut of a contract. 

Youth Services Corporation is a 
Virginia Beach based non-profit 
agency that provides com{^hensive 
service to youth and families. We 
do a lot of work around the state," 
said Roscoe Brown, Youth Service 
president, as Jones was instructing 
the youths on stretching techniques. 
"Our main intent is to be a part of 
the managing mentors program put 
on by Virginia Beach CARE. " 

Jones also works with other 
retired and active basketball players 
as well as local community 
mentors to help area youths work 
on leadership skills, self-esteem, 
self-concept, communication, 
problem solving skills, refusal, 
decision making and academic 
training. 

Jones, the Miami Heat's vice 
president of community relations 
and professional scout, wasn't aware 
that the basketball night was the 
youths' idea until they told him at 
the end of the evening. He said he 
was impressed that they wanted to 



do something mwe constructive 
widi dwir time. 

The beginning started out a bit 
differenUy, however. But a short 
while into the program, Jones set a 
tone with the young people. He 
made it clear thai if they didn't want 
to listen or cooperate, they could sit 
down until it was over. But if they 
wanted to participate, it could be a 
fim teaming experience. 

No one sat down. 

"They finally came around to 
listening, and to organization and to 
respect," he said. "They need to 
have self-respect and show each 
other respect I think we can had a 
lot of fiin." 

Overall, he thought the evening 
went well. 

"I was excited because I had no 
fights there," said Jfflies. "We had a 
few minor arguments where 
someone might have said 'Oh, 
you're cheating,' but nobody went 
off and started cursing or fighting. I 
like that These kids aren't bad, diey 
just need some activities." 

Jones said he would like to see it 
occur more often than once a week. 
In the summer, there are basketball 
camps available that he participate): 
in, as well as on-going projects in 
other cities Uuoughout the country. 

"We use basketball as education 
through sports. Basketball is just a 
vehicle," he explained. "They 
realize I played on a championship 
team." 

Jones, who was "raised in rec 
centers" in Philadelphia since the 
age of 10, said he gained a lot of 
support from adults in the 



community who worked as 
menton. helping him le«n and 
grow. 

"ItkqA me away £rom (trap md 
trouUe and so forth." he said. 

A former AU-American and 
graduate of Villanova University, 
Jones was a 13-year veteran of the 
NBA. He was starting point guard 



for the 1967 Philadelphia 76ers 
chan^iauh^ team and played with 
other wdl-known players such as 
Wilt Chamberlain, Billy 
Cunningham. Chet Walker, Luke 
Jackson aid Hal Greer. Jones later 
played with the MilwMikee Bucks 
and San Antonk) Spurs.
